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Singer may run for Senate nomination 


SPRIN G FIELD — The unprece­ 
dented infighting in the top ranks of 
the Democratic Party took a new turn 
Friday when former Chicago Ald. Wil­ 
liam Singer hinted he might decide to 
resurrect his campaign for the party's 
U.S. Senate nomination. 
Singer is being urged to renew his 
campaign, which started and ended 
during last months three-week slate- 
making process, at a time when some 
organization Democrats are trying to 
orchestrate a now statewide slate. 
The uproar threatens to put the par­ 
ty's underdog slate of statewide candi­ 
dates further behind the eight ball. 
Besides the possible rejuvenation of 
the Singer effort, the past week has 
seen: 
• U.S. Sen. Adlai Stevenson, D-IU., 
suggest that two candidates remove 
themselves from the ticket: 
• Sec. of State Alan J. Dixon de­ 
clare he is for Alan J. Dixon and no 
one else in the March primary; 
• Comptroller Michael J. Bakalis, 
the party's leading candidate for gov­ 


ernor, caught in a crossfire over the 
Stevenson and Dixon moves; 
• Former Gov Daniel Walker, once 
regarded as a party maverick, come 
out for tile two candidates Stevenson 
wants ousted; 
• Several members of the Demo­ 
cratic state central committee handy 
about a variety of counterattack mea­ 
sures, including possible legislative 
action to abolish the state central 
committee 
SINGER SAID Friday he has not 
yet retreated from his promise not to 
oppose Hinsdale attorney Alex Seith, 
the party’s slated candidate for the 
U.S. Senate nomination to run against 
Charles Percy next November. 
Singer said, however, ‘it is safe to 
say I am listening to people who are 
urging me to run. I will decide by the 
middle of next week what we should 
do. or if there is anything to do" 
The former independent Chicago al­ 
derman. who was beaten soundly in 
the 1973 mayoral primary, said he has 
talked to Stevenson about his renewed 


interest in the Senate race. 
*i think that would be a natural 
thing to do,” Singer said, adding that 
the Senator did not encourage or dis­ 
courage him. 


THE ROOT of the party’s problems 
focus on the slating of Metropolitan 
S a n i t a r y District Commissioners 
Richard Troy and Jerome Cosentino 
for attorney general and state treas­ 
urer, respectively. 
Most suburban and Downstate party 
leaders did not want to slate tile two 
MSD commissioners but they were 
outgunned by Chicago Democrats. 
The Dixon-Stevenson effort is not 
believed to be coordinated, although 
they are close political allies. 


The pair’s pronouncements, how­ 
ever, could be viewed as either an ef­ 
fort to force a change in the slate or 
encouragement to persons like Singer 
or State Rep. Richard Luft, D-Pekin. 
who is considering a primary race 
against Chicagoan Roland Burns for 
comptroller. 


W HILE 
SOME 
party 
observers 
don't forsee any changes in the slate, 
there is agreement that the turmoil 
has been destructive to attempts at 
party unity. 
There are no clear signs the discord 
will heal itself in the coining week. 
Candidates can begin filing nomi­ 
nating petitions for the 1978 elections 
on Dec. 12. 
It is unlikely another state central 
committee will be called before that 
time and some believe another meet­ 
ing might not produce any changes. 
“ I don’t believe in getting involver! 
in anything that can't produce the 
changes.” siad the Rev. James Wall 
of Elmhurst, a member of Hie com­ 
mittee.

Commodity 
firm tied 
to 
frauds

A commodity brokerage firm that 
has been refused Hie federal registra­ 
tion required for it to operate is solic­ 
iting area businessmen to buy com­ 
modity options. 
The firm. Lloyd. Carr and Co., has 
solicited the businessmen by tele­ 
phone to purchase sugar options on 
foreign markets though the Com­ 
modity Futures Trading Commission 
has refused repeatedly to issue the 
firm the required federal license. 
T h e 
Boston-based 
firm, 
which 
opened a Chicago office in October, 
also is operating despite a court-im­ 
posed federal restraining order issued 
Nov. 7 prohibiting it from engaging in 
fraudulent commodity sales practices. 


TUE DAILY HERALD has learned 
area businessmen are among those 
who the firm randomly has “ cold can­ 
vassed’' by telephone offering sugar

Fire empties Santa 
bag of gifts

Christmas Eve won’t be the same 
this year for Anton Stieb and Frank 
Knudsen. 
It will be the first time in 19 years 
the two Rolling Meadows men have 
not spent the day before Christmas in 
the hospital. 
“ It will be quite a let down, it really 
will.” 
Knudsen 
said. 
“ It 
makes 
Christmas. Everything else is anti-cli­ 
mactic.” 
KNUDSEN AND STIEB have vis­ 
ited Northwest Community Hospital 
every year since it opened. With 
Knudsen, 51, dressed as Santa Claus 
and Stieb, bl, as Jolly, the chief elf. 
the two men walked from room to 
room dispensing candy, gag gifts and 
toys. No patient was left without a 
Christmas greeting and a present. 
Before the hospital was built, the 


two men played Santa to shut-ins and 
Hie elderly in Rolling Meadows. 
But this year Santa and his helper 
won’t be making the rounds at the 
hospital. Last May a fire started by 
an arsonist destroyed Stieb’s garage 
and, with it, his props and gifts he 
had been collecting throughout the 
year. He estimates about $190 worth 
of toys were lost. 
Originally Stieb and Knudsen were 
financed by the Rolling Meadows Jay­ 
cees. But every year Stieb put in 
more of his own money until last year 
he financed the entire project. 


“ I ALWAYS FUNDED part of the 
program myself because I feel so 
strongly about it.” Stieb said. “ But 
this (the fire) kind of wiped me out 
And this is a year-round project. I 
shop throughout the year and look for 
bargains.” 


Although they say it will be difficult 
to put Hie act together this late in the 
year. Knudsen said they still are hop­ 
ing for “ a guardian angel.” 
Stieb has gone to various organiza­ 
tions looking for help, but he said so 
far no one is interested. 
“ The toys and the games I suppose 
we could swing, but before we do that 
we’d have to know where the where­ 
withal! is coming from, Knudsen said. 
“ It started out as a small project, but 
now*, you know how big that hospital 
Is and we don’t leave any room with­ 
out a gift.” 


THE TWO MEN seem to feel the 
loss is more theirs than the hospital 
patients’. 
“ We always got more than we 
gave,” 
Stieb said several 
times 
“ there were some touching moments 
Remember little Debbie?” 


Debbie was a mentally retarded 
child w’ho died two days after Santa 
and Jolly visited her. The two men 
had taken her picture and gave it to 
the parents. 
“ It turned out to be the only picture 
the parents had of her,” Stieb said. 
“ After that we started taking pictures 
of all the children with a Polaroid and 
giving them to them.” 
This year they said they will dress 
up and drop in on some elderly or 
sick friends on Christmas Eve. But it 
won’t be quite the same 
“ I think Tony (Stieb) kind of sum­ 
med it up when we were getting 
dressed,” Knudsen said. “ You know 
we’re all dressed up with no place to 
go. It kind of gets the adrenalin going. 
It w ill be quite a let down.” 


No guilt 
over 
11iko 


PRETORIA. South Africa (U PI) — 
A South African judge ruled Friday 
that no one was responsible through 
“ acts or omissions’ for the death 
from brain injuries in a jail cell of 
black leader Steve Biko. 


The United States said it 
was 
“ shocked” at the verdict and that it 
was “ inconceivable . . . that no one 
was responsible" A British member 
of Parliament called the verdict *’out- 
ragous” and said th Biko family 
should “ fear for their lives.” 
Police arrested Biko’s brother Kaya 
and five other friends, including two 
priests, in a predawn swoop on their 
homes hours before the verdict was 
read. 


A BIKO FAM ILY lawyer. Shun 
Chetty, said he was told the arrests 
“ had something to do with pamph­ 
lets” but that no charges had been 
filed. Biko himself had been held in 
jail without charges in connection 
with antigovernment pamphlets at the 
time of his death. 
Biko died of severe brain injuries, 
resulting in kidney failure, in the 
Pretoria jail after 24 days of deten­ 
tion. He had been kept stripped 
n a k e d , shackled and handcuffed 
through interrogations in Port Eliza­ 
beth and later driven naked and ma­ 
nacled 750 miles to Pretoria during 
the night only hours before his death. 
He was at the time the 20th black to 
die in police custody since March. 
1976. 
Pretoria's chief magistrate. Mar­ 
tinis Prins, delivered his 4-minute 
verdict at the end of a 14-day inquest 
into Biko’s death. 
“ The available evidence does not 
prove tile death was brought about by 
any act or ommission involving an of­ 
fense by any person,” Prins said in a 
four-minute statement. 
HUNDREDS OF blacks who packed 
the Old Synagogue courtroom heard 
the verdict in stunned silence, then 
filed outside to hold a demonstration in 
the courtyard. The blacks gave the

Roger Bardwell is a classic case of 
i man marching to the beat of a dif- 
erent drummer. 
At a time when dramatic enroll- 
nent declines have spurred board of 
‘ducat ion members to call for school 
losings, the Elk Grove Township 
Hist. 59 superintendent is arguing that 
small schools are better” and should 
ie kept open. 
At a time when low standardized 
est scores have prompted the board 
o set skill standards for promotion, 
Bardwell said students’ creativity and 
ability to work with others is the real 
ndicator of future success. 
ALTHOUGH THE board is pushing 
br stronger central leadership to 
nake principals and teachers more 
accountable, Bardwell said most deci-

sions should be made by the local 
school staffs that have to live with 
them. 


Time and again BardueU’s liberal 
educational philosophies put him at 


odds with the more conservative pre­ 
vailing forces on the board and he ad­ 
mits sooner or later he will have to 
choose whether to stay or leave. 
In the meantime, there is a deep­ 
seated distrust between the board and 
Bardwell’s administration 
Knowing 
how different his philosophies are 
from their’s, the majority of board 
members is leery of how Bardwell 
carries out newly adopted policies. 
THE END RESULT of the mistrust 
is that the board is usurping much of 
Hie decision-making that is normally 
left to the professional educators, ang­ 
ering teachers and administrators 
alike. 


The atmosphere of suspicion is es­ 
pecially frustrating for Bardwell, who 
believes he can be trusted to effec­ 
tively carry out the board's policies 


despite his divergent beliefs. 
“ As long as an issue is still open for 
discussion I'm going to tell everyone 
where I come from, but once the pol­ 
icy is adopted I’m going to do what I 
can to carry it out effectively,” he 
said. 


BARDWELL READILY admits he 
has not had much success bringing 
the board around to his way of think­ 
ing. 
“ It s a dead-end street,” he said. “ I 
haven’t gained an inch ” 
There was a time however, when 
Bardwell’s ideas did have the support 
of his board and brought the district 
national 
recognition 
for 
its 
“ in­ 
novative” educational programs. 
That was back in the early 1960s 
when liberalism in education was in

Christine Rezba, 1301 Cotton­ 
wood Ln.t Mount Prospect, the 
former employe, also was ques­

Wednesday 
before 
the 
grand jury. Ms. Rezba was em­ 
ployed up until about five months 


ago as a field representative for 
the company, a supplier of vend­ 
ing machines, a former coworker 
said Friday. 
DETAILS OF the grand jury 
testimony and Ms. Rezba's role in 
the case were not disclosed. 
Lyng has been questioned by po­ 
lice three times about his wife's 
disappearance before his appear­ 
ance before the grand jury, au­ 
thorities said. 
Police have refused to disclose 
details of the conversations but 
said Lyng told them his wife had 
filed a divorce suit against him 
charging mental cruelty. Lyng 
said divorce proceedings were in 
a preliminary stage shortly before 
his wife’s disappearance.

options costing from $2,000 to $8,000. 
The firm says the options could bring 
later profits on the London com­ 
modities market. 
Options and futures are the com­ 
ponents of the commodities market on 
which agricultural products and met­ 
als are traded. A future is a com­ 
mitment to buy or sell a given com­ 
modity, with the price of commodity 
at the time of the trade deciding the 
profit or loss for the trader. 
An option is a right to buy or sell a 
future contract. 
Trading of sugar options is prohibit­ 
ed on U.S. markets, compounding the 


risk involved for persons who agree to 
buy the options, according to CFTC 
trail attorney Arthur Holtzman. 
So speculative is the business that 
federal law requires options brokers 
to clearly spell out to buyers the risks 
involved before options can be sold, 
Holtzman said. 
THE 
NATIONWIDE 
Lloyd 
Carr 
firm, which opened in July, 1976 in 
Boston, is billed as the largest option 
broker in the country but has been 
embroiled in legal battles with the 
CFTC almost since its inception. 
Jim Carr, president of the firm, 
confirmed Friday that the company 
has continued to operate because it 


has appealed the CFTC'S registration 
denial to the 2nd U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in New York. 
The appeal has yet to be decided. 
The CFTC regulates all commodity 
brokers, and federal law requires bro­ 
kers be registered by the commission. 
The CFTC last January refused the 
firm ’s application for registration be­ 
cause of irregularities in its book­ 
keeping, Holtzman said. 
THE FIRM appealed the decision 
and continued to solicit nationwide. In 
February, the CFTC sought a tem­ 
porary restraining order against the 
firm in U.S. District Court in Boston, 
but the request was denied pending 


the appeals court decision. 
A subsequent request for a prelimi­ 
nary injunction against the firm also 
was denied, Holtzman said. 
The CFTC then moved to intervene 
in 
action 
that 
had 
been 
started 
against the firm in Michigan where 
the state attorney general filed suit 
against the firm, Holtzman said. 
The commission had the matter 
transferred to a federal court in Det­ 
roit where a judge on Nov. 7 granted 
a temporary restraining order enjoin­ 
ing the firm from fraudulent sales 
practices. 
Bob Boraks, chief trail counsel for 
the CFTC, said hearings also were 


held last week in Detroit on a request 
for a preliminary injunction against 
the firm, but the request has yet to be 
decided. 
Actions against the firm also were 
brought by state officials in Indiana 
and Texas but were later dropped, ac­ 
cording to Carr. 
CARR DEFENDED the company’s 
operations, saying it has “thousands 
of customers throughout the country” 
and has a net worth “well into seven 
figures.” 
Carr admitted the company has 
made out-of-court settlements with 
some clients who have sued the firm, 
although he said no court judgments 


have been entered against it. 
He called the CFTC’s prosecution of 
the firm “a vendetta” arising from 
the firm’s successful challenge in Oc­ 
tober of a planned CFTC regulation 
on options sales, add:ng that the com­ 
pany has several lawsuits pending 
against the CFTC charging harass­ 
ment and slander. 
But 
Holtzman 
and 
Boraks 
said 
pending CFTC actions surround feder­ 
al violations of the Commodities Ex­ 
change Act. 
“We know they're continuing their 
operations,” Holtzman said. “We tell 
everyone that they are not registered 
and they are violating the law.” 


Sen. Humphrey honored 
at $1,000-a-plate dinner 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Say­ 
ing 
he was “proud to be presi­ 
dent of a nation that loves a man 
like Hubert Humphrey,” Presi­ 
dent Carter joined more than 2,000 
politicians and celebrities Friday 
night hailing the cancer-stricken 
Minnesota senator. 
Tile crown paid $1,000 a plate 
and more for a dinner that raised 
$7 million to help finance a new 
Hubert H. Humphrey Institute for 
Public Affairs at the University of 
Minnesota. 
Humphrey’s terminal cancer re­ 
portedly had worsened during the 
week, but, a few' minutes before 
Carter arrived, Hie frail senator 
showed up at the festive Washing­ 
ton Hilton Hotel affair with a big 
smile on his face. 


THE GOVERNORS of 40 states, 
including Illinois, had proclaimed 
Friday “Hubert Humphrey Day” 
as part of the nationwide fund­ 
raising drive for the $20 million 
study institute, and the president 
joined in the tribute. 
“All of the attributes that I love 
in America are residing in him,” 
Carer said. “ I'm proud to be pres­ 
ident of a nation that loves a man 
like Hubert Humphrey.” 
Carter recalled that he was in 
the Navy when in 1948 he first 
heard of Humphrey, 
Hun the 
mayor of Minneapolis and a vocal 
advocate of a civil rights plank in 
the Democratic platform. 
He said he first met someone in 
Humphrey’s family in 1964 when 
Humphrey was Lyndon Johnson's 
running mate and Carter’s moth­ 
er. Lillian, headed their campaign 
effort in Sumter County, Ga. 
Humphrey's wife, Muriel, came

to Georgia for a reception in a 
small town. Carter said, but she 
refused to attend until she was as­ 
sured that black women were in­ 
vited. 
C A R T E R SAID his sister 
Gloria, told Mrs. Humphrey that 
blacks were present. But actually, 
Carter said, “the maids just took 
off their aprons for the occasion. 
She didn t know it, but that was 


the first integrated reception in 
south Georgia.” 
Carter said his daughter, Amy, 
had disliked nearly every politi­ 
cian but took an instant liking to 
Humphrey.

Executions cause riots iii Bermuda 


HAMILTON, 
Bermuda 
(UPI) — 
Bermuda sent two black 
convicted 
murderers to the gallows at dawn Fri­ 
day and declared a state of emergen­ 
cy and a curfew to curb a rampage of 
riot and bombing by blacks protesting 
the first island executions in 34 years. 
The hanging of Erskine Durant 
“ Buck” Burrows and Larry Winfield 
Tacklyn, both 33, was carried out at 
the seclusion of Case Mates Prison. IO 
miles west of this resort island capital 
city. 
Burrows, who claimed he headed a 
black power organization called the 
Black 
Cadre Anti-Colonialists, 
was 
convicted of killing five men, in­ 
cluding Bermuda’s governor and its 
police chief. Tacklyn was sentenced to 


die for killing two supermarket own­ 
ers. 


AFTER THE Inter-Islands Appeals 
Court — Bermuda’s highest tribunal 
— turned down a last appeal Thurs­ 
day night, hundreds of rioters took to 
the streets, smashing shop windows 
with pipes and axes and setting at 
least two fires with molotov cock­ 
tails.

Ramsbotham, declared a state of 
emergency and a 6 p.m. to 6 a m. cur­ 
few Friday for at least the next two 
nights. The curfew affects all those on 
the island,

L.A. keeps fearful watch 
for ‘Hillside stranglers' 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Apprehen­ 
sion and fear haunted the Los Angeles 
metropolitan area Friday as police 
pressed their hunt for the “Hillside 
stranglers” wanted for the sex-kill- 
ings of IO women and girls. 
“You can definitely feel it,” said 
Virgil Hanks, security supervisor at 
Occidental College, a small 
liberal 
arts school tucked away in the hill­ 
sides only a mile from where the nude 
and strangled body of the 10th victim 
was found earlier this week. 
“This is not a relaxed campus like 
it was before,” he said. “The feeling 
of apprehension, fear and nervousness 
is not only felt among the students but 
the faculty and staff as well.” 
, 
FOR THE PAST six years the 
school has run an escort service for 
women students to accompany them 
back to their dormitories after dark. 
“ Before the killings began, we got 
an average of 12 to 14 calls a night,” 
Hanks said. “ But since the last victim 
was found we are getting up to 613 
requests per night.” 
Police said they had received at 
least 120 “good leads” from citizens 
in attempts to track down the killer or 
killers “ but none has resulted in any 
breakthroughs,” according to Cmdr. 
William Booth.

Force, revealed that a woman who 
witnessed the abduction of the latest 
victim — Laura Rae Wagner, 18 — 
was hypnotized last Wednesday night 
by a police expert. 
HENDERSON REFUSED to divulge 
the nature of the information obtained 
from the witness, but said it was help­ 
ful and was being checked out. 
Neighbors said they saw two men 
force Miss Wagner out of her car only 
doors away from her Sepulveda home, 
then take her into their own car and 
drive off. Her body was found the fol­ 
lowing day about 30 miles away in the 
Glassell Park area. 
The bodies of 13 young women and 
girls have been found in the Los An­ 
geles metropolitan area during the 
past two months, but police have 
linked only IO of the slayings because 
of their similarities. 
The victims, ranging in age from 12 
to 28. were found nude, most sexually 
molested, abandoned in isolated areas 
besides roads, and all si Tangled. 
R E W A R D S TOTALING $115,000 
have been posted by the county gov­ 
ernment, a television station and an 
attorney for information leading to 
the arrest and conviction of the kill­ 
ers. 
“ I fear for my sister,” said Carol 
Maschimerier, 37, a Santa Monica 
switchboard operator. “ I've seen pic­ 


tures of the girls and she looks so 
much like them. She’s 22 and I tell 
her not to go out alone. I nag all the 
girls I know not to hitchhike or go out 
alone.” 
In the Glandale and Highland Park 
areas, where most of the victims were 
found, some women were carrying 
photographs of an artist’s sketch of 
one possible suspect in the case. The 
photo, released last week by Glendale 
police, shows a male latin or cauca­ 
sian who was seen in the car of one of 
the victim’s the night before she dis­ 
appeared. 
Some women talked of buying guard 
dogs, deadbolt locks or even guns to 
protect themselves. 
DIANA FASANO, 24, said she keeps 
a big pop bottle next to her bed at 
home to use as a club if necessary. 
“ If they can do that to a 12-year-old, 
they'd do it to someone younger,” 
said the mother of a 6-year-old girl. 
“Any parent who would let a teen­ 
age girl out alone in this area would 
have to have their head examined. 
Each time you hear about one more, 
it gives you a weirder feeling.”

Linda Dickstein helped out at the 
Salvation Army when she was a 
young girl growing up in Chicago.

She remembers the kind of people 
who sought a meal or a bed at the 
Salvation Army: Drunks, half-crazed 
old men, deserted mothers and chil­ 
dren. 
SHE COULD afford to help them, 
the sad, sick individuals she served.

A friend was helping out with the 
rent, and Linda was trying to work to 
make it on her own. She was in line 
for a m anager’s job at Bernard’s wig 
store at the Woodfield Shopping Cen­ 
ter. 
She worried about the interruptions 
at work when the boys got sick, or 
when she was plagued with epilepsy 
and back problems. When she rushed 
from work one day last July to take 
Tracy to the hospital after an asthma 
attack, her employer told her not to 
come back. 
She was left to pay the rent by her­ 
self, without a job. People from coun­ 
ty and township public aid offices told 
her not to work, to sign up for total 
disability and wait for the checks, 
which they said might come in six 
months, a year, never.

Transportation Sec. Brock Adams urged the Civil Aeronautics 
Board Friday to approve quickly lovv-fare flights by a new airline 
linking Midway Airport in Chicago with six other cities in the 
M i d w e s t . Adams said the operations proposed by Midway 
Arlines would help ease congestion at the nation s busiest airport 
— O’Hare field in Chicago — and would for the first time in 20 
years add a new scheduled airline to the U.S. transportation sys­ 
tem. “ It is time to encourage new competition in this industry and 
to reward those companies which are willing and able to meet all 
safety requirements while at the same time experimenting with 
lou-fare concepts,” Adams said.

Arline Canteen and its owner Walter J. Henely are 
accused of concealing half of monthly proceeds from the con­ 
cessions, believed to total $2 million over the last three years, in a 
special account at the First National Bank of West Chicago.

Thom pson backs sales tax cut 


Gov. Jam es R. Thompson Friday endorsed a plan to reduce the 
sales tax by $75 million on industrial production equipment in 
Illinois. Thompson told a news conference the tax on productive 
equipment is a double tax, since the businessman is taxed when he 
buys the equipment and taxed again for owning equipment under 
the corporate personal property levy. The sales tax break is in­ 
corporated in several bills now before the General Assembly. 
Thompson said the state cannot afford the full $75 million cut in a 
single year and will have to phase it in during a three-to seven- 
year period. Richard L. Thomas, chairman of the Illinois Fiscal 
Commission and president of the First National Bank of Chicago, 
said such a law would be an important selling point to attract new 
business to the state.

Sec. of State Alan J. Dixon said Friday motorists who have put 
on their 1978 license plates should destroy their 1977 plates or hold 
onto them until Dec. 31, when they are no longer valid.

TO DHUNTER WAS teaching high 
school students and housewives how 
to defend themselves. 


“ The most important thing in self- 
defense for a woman is that they in­ 
capacitate the attacker,” he said, but 
probably the hardest thing to remem­ 
ber is not to panic when you are as­ 
saulted, but to relax yourself, relax 
the assailant — then strike. 


" If a guy comes up and grabs you 
and says ‘Hey, you’re coming with 
me,’ you say ‘Hey, relax, you’re good 
looking,’ and 
then 
— 
brumph 
— 
eyes,” he said, jabbing at the air. 
“ And then you run.” 
Todhunter is an instructor at the 
Olympic Karate School in Hoffman 
Estates. Twice each week he offers a 
free course in self-defense for women. 
The instruction ranges from simple 
lessons on “ how to break an arm or a 
leg” to more advanced moves. 
“ Now we’re going to do an eye and 
groin technique,” Todhunter said, di­ 
recting his students to take the proper 
stance, knees relaxed, elbows tucked 
to their sides. 
"Now you only do this in case of 
extreme emergency,” he said, "and 
don’t do it immediately — you have to 
relax the attacker first.” 


HE: TOLD THEM how to put power 
behind their punches, when to turn 
the wrist, and how not to give signals 
before smashing in someone’s face. 


" If you have fingernails ifs even 
better.” he said as the woman flailed 
the air, practicing. 
“ This can also be delivered to the 
groin,” he said, showing how to turn 
the arm under for another move. 


The women lined up in front of the 
punching bag, stepping up to practice 
the blows as Todhunted chanted "eye, 
groin, eye, groin.” 


JU L IE : N ICKLAS of Lake Park had 
seen a movie on self-defense in her 
high school health class, but never 
had a chance to practice what was 
shown. When her health teacher an­ 
nounced 
Todhunter’s 
free 
Tuesday 
and Thursday evening classes “ It 
sounded interesting, so I came.” 


Nicklas and a classmate, Sharon Ih- 
nat, said a woman need not be in top 
physical shape to defend herself, but 
both doubted if their mothers could 
deliver a good kick. 


Ihnat wondered how much of the 
training would stick with her. "If 
somebody grabbed me, I ’d probably 
panic,” she said. 
But Aimee Nyquist, also of Lake 
Park, thought she would remember at 
least one move: “ The eyes are the 
easiest.” 


A HOFFM AN ESTA TES housewife, 
who was sent to the class by her hus­ 
band, said she has become more con­ 
fident in her ability to protect herself. 
Rachel Salinas, of 134 Maricopa Ln., 
goes to the classes with her sister-in- 
law, Delores Salinas, 180 W. Aldridge 
Rd., Palatine. 
"This really gives us a good work­ 
out,” Rachel said.

Bulgarian jet 
crashes; 56 dead 


A chartered Bulgarian jetliner carrying Moslem pilgrims home 
from Mecca crashed while attempting to make an emergency 
landing in northeastern Libya Friday, killing more than 50 per­ 
sons, reports said. Baghdad Radio said at least 56 of the 159 
passengers aboard the aircraft were killed. All were believed to be 
Libyans. Arab news agencies said the crash occured in north­ 
eastern Libya but reports of the precise location conflicted. The 
crash occurred at the end of the peak season of the annual Moslem 
pilgrimage, known as the Hajj. Some 1.6 million Moslems from all 
over the world made the pilgrimage to Mecca this year. 


Smith opens talks with blacks 


Prime Minister lan Smith Friday opened talks with two black 
nationalist groups on his proposal for majority rule with universal 
adult suffrage, but the strongest black group boycotted the meet­ 
ing. Also missing were representatives of the black guerrillas who 
have been fighting Smith’s white government for five years. After 
the 75-minute meeting, a govmment spokesman read a joint 
statement saying the participants discussed “ways of proceeding 
as quickly as possible to have a peaceful constitutional settlement. 
“The meeting was frank and cordial and a number of constructive 
proposals were made.” Meeting with Smith to discuss a con­ 
stitutional settlement outside the framework of the near-defunct 
Anglo-American peace plan were representatives from the African 
National Council and the tribal-oriented Zimbabwe United Peoples’ 
Organization. 


Egypt, Israel give-and-take told 


Egypt will present a blueprint for an over-all Middle East settle­ 
ment and Israel is prepared to make a major concession at pre- 
Geneva peace talks in mid-December, state-controlled Egyptian 
newspapers reported in Saturday editions. The reports said Presi­ 
dent Anwar Sadat had asked acting Foreign Minister Butros Ghali 
to draw up a plan calling for gradual Israeli withdrawal from occu­ 
pied Arab lands, creation of a Palestinian state on the West Bank 
of Jordan and for policing of the final accord by the two super­ 
powers of the United Nations. Israel has rejected creaton of a 
Palestinian state. The Egyptian weekly Akhbar El-Yom said in its 
Saturday edition that Israel has prepared to withdraw completely 
from the Sinai peninsula within one year of an Egyptian-Israeli 
peace treaty and make Saudi Arabia the custodian of Islamic 
shrines in Jerusalem. 


British fire death loll up to 44 


Two babies, an 8-year-old girl and two women died in fires 
Friday despite rescue efforts by striking firefighters who aban­ 
doned their picket signs to help troops attempting to reach the 
victims. The latest casualties raised the fire death toll to 44 
since 35,000 British firefighters walked off the job 19 days ago 
to press for a 30 per cent pay increase and shorter hours. Strik­ 
ing firefighters pitched in to help troops trying to reach two 
babies trapped in a hotel fire near Southend, 40 miles east of 
London, but the rescuers were overcome by dense smoke and were 
unable to reach the victims. Strikers also joined troops trying to 
save a woman trapped in a top-floor apartment north of London, 
but the roof collapsed before she could be reached.

Aline talks go on; 
2 walkouts occur 


Union officials and coal operators held more than five hours of 
face-to-face negotiations Friday in an effort to avert a nationwide 
strike Tuesday. But mine workers president Arnold Miller was 
absent and “early bird” walkouts occurred in two states. “A lot of 
concepts are being discussed,” said chief federal mediator Wayne 
Horvitz. “We’ve got them both working,” Horvitz told reporters as 
he and other mediators left the session. “We're scheduled to bring 
them back face-to-face tomorrow morning.” It was the first time 
in a week the two sides got together. Harrison Combs, the union’s 
general counsel, was asked as he left the negotiations if there was 
any progress during the day. He replied: “No comment. That’s the 
best way out of it.” 


Floods hit west Washington slate 


Western Washington rivers raged toward flood crests Friday, 
triggering mudslides that blocked highways, trapped trains, wash­ 
ed out bridges, forced hundreds of evacuations and killed a wom­ 
an when her house was shoved down a hill. Coming on the heels of 
a record drought, torrential warm rains, with 24-hour measure­ 
ments up to eight inches in some mountain areas, melted snow and 
sent torrents of water racing out of the Cascade Mountains to the 
lowlands along Puget Sound and the coast. Most of the residents 
forced to leave their homes were in the Longview-Kelso area of 
Cowlitz County in southwest Washington where flooding from 
many creeks and runoff from extremely heavy rains proved too 
much for the communities’ storm sewer systems. A spokesman for 
the Cowlitz County emergency services department said several 
hundred families were forced to leave their homes and move in 
with relatives or friends. 


Syphilis cases show 15% decline 


Syphilis cases across the nation declined by 15 per cent during 
the frst nine months of this year, the national Center for Disease 
Control said Friday. For the month of September, the health agen­ 
cy said, syphilis cases dropped to 1,754, or 12 per cent less that the 
2,007 reported during a similar period last year. During the first 
nine months of the year, 15,279 cases were recorded, as opposed to 
17,955 cases in a like period of 1976. California led the nation with 
2,752 cases during that period. Of the total, 1,006 of the cases 
occurred Los Angeles and 646 in San Francisco. New York state 
was second with 1,530 cases, 1,319 of them in New York City. 
Texas was third with 1,562 cases, and Florida was fourth with 
1,400. 


Elephant still roaming Florida 


Colonel, an escaped four-ton circus elephant, eluded his would-be 
captors for the fourth consecutive day in a south Florida wilder­ 
ness Friday, and his handler said it might take weeks to catch the 
huge beast. “Colonel is in his territory now, and we’re out of ours. 
That’s what makes it so tough,” Frank Murray said. “He’s got 
everything he needs: warm weather, water, grass, citrus. This 
could go on for weeks.” The 14-year-old Indian elephant walked 
away from his handlers last Tuesday when a circus wagon broke 
down. He headed into a 65,000-acre, subtropical ranch and game 
preserve owned by the Lykes Brothers meat packing company and 
has been seen only once since then.

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A-Texas-like flu found 
in 7 states, Puerto Rico

A-Texas virus strain were reported in 
seven states and Puerto Rico Friday 
by the national Center for Disease 
Control. 
“ Influenza activity seem s to be 
widely dissem inated across the coun­ 
try ," Dr. Philip G raitcer, a flu sur­ 
veillance officer with the CDC said. 
He said cases were occurring in such 
widely separated states as Oregon 
and New York 
G raitcer said influenza watchers at 
the CDC still do not know the kind of 
flu that will be around this winter- or 
its possible extent. 
Nearly all the flu viruses that have 
been identified so far, however, have 
been the A-Texas or 
A-Texas-like 
strain. 


The virus that causes the A-Texas 
variety of influenza is sim ilar to the 
A-Victoria strain that touched off an 
epidemic in this country two years 
ago and caused widespread illness 
once again last winter. 
THERE HAVE BEEN some reports 
of A-Victoria flu in Florida and the Ca­ 
ribbean island of Jam aica. For this 
reason, CDC officials were reluctant 
to make predictions on which type of 
influenza eventually will predom inate. 
G raitcer said the symptoms of the 
A-Texas infection and its degree of 
severity 
are 
sim ilar 
to 
those 
of 
A-Victoria. 
States reporting sporadic cases of 
influenza were Hawaii, New Jersey, 
New York, Wisconsin, Colorado and 
Oregon. Previous reports of flu activi­ 
ty cam e from Florida and Puerto 


Rico. 
Federal health officials hope to de­ 
term ine soon whether the currently 
recommended flu vaccine is effective 
against the A-Texas virus. The vac- 
c i n e , 
which 
protects specifically 
against the A-Victoria and B-Hong 
Kong strains, has recommended last 
spring for the high risk groups per­ 
sons 65 or older and those with chron­ 
ic ailments.

Crusade 
kicks off 
new drive 


Bill Bright and the Campus Crusade 
for Christ, the people who flooded 
America with the “I Found It” bump­ 
er stickers, have announced the most 
ambitious evangelism campaign ever 
— a $1 billion plan to bring the mes­ 
sage of Christ to the world by 1982. 
“It is a goal that I have held dear 
for more than 30 years — to fulfill the 
Great Commission,” Bright said in 
announcing the campaign. 
The Great Commission is a term 
used by evangelicals to refer to Jesus’ 


words in the gospel of Matthew 28:19- 
20 when he tells his disciples to “go 
therefore and make disciples of all 
nations . . 
BRIGHT HAS BROUGHT together 
a group of wealthy and influential 
evangelicals to put the fundraising 
campaign together, including movie 
stars Roy Rogers and Dale Evans, 
Holiday Inns co-founder Wllace E. 
Johnson and Dallas oilman Nelson 
Bunker Hunt. 
The program aims at raising $100 
million by the end of 1978. Campaign 
officials say about $30 million has al­ 
ready been pledged. 
In essence, Bright wants to extend 
the “Here’s Life, America” ministry 
of the Campus Crusade from a U.S. 
emphasis to a global effort. 
According to Crusade officials, the 
“Here’s Life, America” campaign, a 
media saturation effort which tar­ 
geted 253 U.S. cities, worked through 
15,000 congregations of all denomina­ 
tions and mob ii zed some 300,000 Chris­ 
tian volunteers to spread Bright’s ver­ 
sion of Jesus’ message. 


Television and film will be a key 
ingredient in the campaign, particu­ 
larly in reaching foreign cities. In rur­ 
al areas, the plan calls for placing 
expensive radios and television sets in 
two million villages where broad­ 
casting facilities are available and 
use of “circuit-riding” portable the­ 
aters built into vans in other areas. 
“It is not our desire to compete with 
any other religious group for money 
projects,” Johnson said. “Our goal is 
that this project will stimulate and 
give vitality to other Christian move­ 
ments which share our goals to com­ 
municate Christ to the world.

McClellan had integrity 
when judged by iold code9 


John L. McClellan’s standards were 
not everyone’s. Indeed, toward the 
end of his long tenure in the Senate, 
they were becoming unrepresentative 
of a changing Arkansas, so that the 
pillars of his last great dramatic vic­ 
tory in 1972 turned out to be Orval 
Faubus and Jim Johnson, two politi­ 
coes whose day had passed long ago. 
And yet judged by the code that had 
shaped him and the only one he gave 
a hoot about, the old code by which a 
man’s word was his bond and conflict- 
of-interest only a newfangled techni­ 
cality 
used 
by troublemakers to 
taunt their betters, John L. McClellan 
was a man of rare integrity. He was, 
in the root sense of that word, all of a 
piece. 
From the time he ran a losing race 
against Hattie Caraway (and Franklin 
Roosevelt) for the United States Sen­ 
ate in the Depression-tinged year of 
1938, John L. was a champion of the 
top dog. He had no pangs about it, 
having been a devout believer in the 
trickle-down theory long before it was 
called that in popular parlance. True, 
he had first run for Congress as a 
New Deal Democrat on the slogan: 
“SECURITY: For the Home! For 
Livelihood! For Old Age!” But his 
heart was not in it. The eldest son of a 
farm family in Grant County — a 
county renowned for its individualism, 
poverty, and isolation — he was loyal 
to the gods of things as they are and 
should always be. 


BUT IF John McClellan believed in 
the trickle-down theory, he sent a lot 
o f i t t r i c k l i n g down. Senator 
McClellan could always be counted on 
to bring home the bacon, or rather the 
pork. He was responsible for almost 
as much patronage and as many pub­ 
lic works as he claimed, which was a 
prodigious amount even for a chair­ 
man of the Senate Appropriations 
Committee. 


The greatest monument to Ole 
Jawn, in terms of the time it took, the 
money it cost, and the change it 
made, is the Arkansas River Naviga-

tion Project. It took decades of untir­ 
ing political spadework and cost some 
$1.2 billion on its completion as the 
largest project in the history of the 
Army Corps of Engineers. It contin­ 
ues to prove its worth, supporting the 
Arkansas economy the way the Nile 
feeds Egypt. Only now without the pe­ 
riodic flooding. 


It was to a remarkable extent the 
dream and work of only one political 
leader, but it will continue to benefit 
all of Arkansas and many places be­ 
yond long after he is gone. It is 
enough to give pause to anyone tempt­ 
ed to turn up his nose at pork. Surely 
the quality of life also includes not 
getting starved out, or flooded out, 
and having work. In that sense, Ole 
Jawn championed the quality of life in 
Arkansas, no matter what the envi­ 
ronmentalists said. 
SENATOR MCCLELLAN often ex­ 
plained that he broke with Franklin 
Roosevelt, first of a long line of presi­ 
dents to be dissatisfied with his old­ 
fashioned ways, over FDR’s court- 
packing scheme. But one suspects 
that his principled stand was inspired 
not so much by the love of an inde­ 
pendent judiciary as respect for the 
authority of tradition. Years later, 
Senator McClellan would sign the 
Southern Manifesto and join in just 
about every other seggish attack on 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States when the law dared oppose tra­ 
dition. John McClellan’s sympathies 
were strong and deeply rooted, if not 
broad. 


And yet his iron determination 
could serve the Republic well, even 
masterfully, on occasion. Arkansas 
can take great pride in having had 
both its senators stand up to Joe 
McCarthy when it appeared that the 
rest of the Senate and maybe the 
country was quaking in its oxfords. 
J. William Fulbright did it in his 
own dramatic way by casting a lone 
vote at a crucial time. John L. 


OLE JAWN, TOO, might have gone 
too far on occasion. A young aide on 
the staff of the McClellan Committee 
— Bobby Kennedy — would take John 
McClellan as one of his patron saints 
in politics. They might not have had 
much in common where politics was 
concerned, but both had the same 
driving quality. Ruthlessness, they 
called it in Bobby Kennedy. 
John L. could be one of the toughest 
interrogators in the business, whether 
grilling a racketeer, lashing out on 
the stump, or just answering a phone 
call. I know; I had the privilege of 
being on the other end of the line a 
few years back. He never let down his 
guard. Maybe it was a holdover from 
those hardscrabble times in Grant 
County. He had acquired the Populist 
fire without the usual Populist con­ 
cerns. 
It wasn’t just combativeness in Ole 
Jawn’s case. It was strength. He bore 
with remarkable stoicism a long suc­ 
cession of personal sorrow’s that 
might have crushed another. His 
mother died before her time. He lost 
all three of his sons during his life­ 
time: One in the Second W7orld War, 
the other two in accidents. 


And yet John McClellan held up, as 
he always had. He was that kind of 
man. He never gave up, whether 
pushing a river project for more than 
two decades or managing an improb­ 
ably comeback in the last two weeks 
of his last campaign for re-election. 
Whether or not one agreed with his 
politics, one always wished John L. 
McClellan were on one’s side. There 
can be no greater compliment to a 
political fighter than that. 
Of course he would die, blessedly, in 
his sleep. Not even the Angel of Death 
would have dared creep up on John L. 
McClellan in broad daylight.

If Phil Taubman had been working 
for the Washington Post, the New 
York Times, or any other major 
newspaper, he would be a prime can­ 
didate for a Pulitzer Prize for his 
work in breaking the Bert Lance sto­ 
ry. 


There is no doubt the 29-year-old re­ 
porter's Time magazine story was the 
opening volley in the exploration of 
the financial affairs of President Car­ 
eer's director of the Office of Manage­ 
ment and Budget. 
Taubman's story in the May 23 is­ 
sue pointing up the financial squeeze 
that Lance was in on his agreement to 
sell his stock in the National Bank of 
Georgia, was more important than 
any story that Bob Woodward and 
Carl Bernstein did for the Washington 
Post on the Watergate affair. 


THAT STO RY ON TH E SH ARP 
drop in the value of the stock of the 
National Bank of Georgia caught the 
attention of Stanley Sporkin. chief of 
enforcement at the Securities and Ex­ 
change commission, and 
the staff 
members on the Senate Government 
Affairs Committee, as well as the 
Senate and House Banking Commit­ 
tees 
The Taubman story was enough to 
raise the serious question of whether 
Bert Lance would be wiped out if 
forced to sell his National Bank of 
Georgia stock within the time agreed 
to with the Senate Government Af­ 
fairs Committee. 
It also punched the first big holes in 
the image of Bert Lance as the con­ 
servative voice in the Carter White 
House and a force for sound fiscal pol­ 
icies and a balanced budget. 
FROM THAT PO IN T Bort Lance 
was on a downhill slide, with other 
publications becoming first skeptical 
of Lance and then agressive in pulling 
out the various pieces of the scandal. 
Taubman. 
a 
Stanford 
University 
graduate, had worked for Time for 
three years in Boston, and for more 
than two years had been a writer 
I mostly sports i in the New York of­ 
fice. There he had agitated for an as­ 
signment to the Washington bureau. 
Assigned to the Washington bureau 
early in 1976, Taubman worked on sto­ 
nes os labor and economics. One sto­ 
ry dealing with the operations of the 
Office of Management and Budget re­ 
sulted in the young writer spending a 
full day with Lance, watching him 
work. While impressed with the con­ 
fident manner in which Lance handled 
himself, Taubman also noticed more 
than a touch of the wheeler-dealer in 
the former Georgia banker. 
The White House had 
announced 
that Lance had $650,000 in debts in its 
press release- and Taubman put that 
together wih the falling value of 
stock in the National Bank of Georgia 
and smelled potential trouble. 
IN A M EM ORANDUM TO T IM E 
Washington Bureau Chief Hugh Sidey 
in late March, Taubman spelled out 
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W atch on Washington 


his concerns about Lance's debts and 
also the potential for conflicts of inter­ 
est. 
After Sidey gave him the okay to 
dig into Lance's finances, one of his 
first stops was at the Senate (knern- 
ment Affairs Committee where Taub­ 
man 
was

Lance's debts reported to that com­ 
mittee were $5.3 million instead of the 
$650,000 in tile White House press re­ 
lease. 
On a trip to Georgia. Taubmar's 
fears for Lance's fiscal solvency were 
c o n f i r m e d in conversations with 
friends and acquaintances of Lance in 
various Georgia banks 
Lance's banker friends said they 
‘ couldn’t understand how old Bert got 
his OMB post and took consolation in 
the fact they did not have to solve 
Lance's financial problems in the face 
of the falling value of the stock of Na­ 
tional Bank of Georgia. 
A FT ER TH E STORY RAN, there 
was an abrupt lack of interest in a 
second story or in further agressive 


probling into the financial affairs of 
the second most powerful man in 
Washington. 
Although Taubman had several ex­ 
clusive stories in later months, his 
other stories on Hie Lance affair fol­ 
lowed the routine. The case against 
Lance was developed by other report­ 
ers as well as by the investigations of 
a dozen government agencies. 
Taubman. largely unheralded and 
unsung, resigned from his job with 
Time in November He was thorough­ 
ly disgusted with the anonymity and 
the corporate editorial decisions that 
prevented him from following through 
with the kind of in-depth reporting 
that could have kept him ahead of Hie 
pack. 
He has taken a job with Esquire 
magazine, where he will write sports. 
Although he will receive a modest pay 
increase, it was not the money that 
moved him.

enough of the anonymity,” Taubman 
said. 
While there is no precedent for a 
Pulitzer award for a magazine ar­ 
ticle, the Pulitzer committee could 
give consideration to one of those 
“ Special Awards" for Phil Taubman 
or Time magazine.

The custom 
home—utopia 
for many

After decades of dominance by the 
mass-producued tract home, the cus­ 
tom-built house is enjoying a revival 
in the Northwest suburbs. 
Leading the movement are older 
fam ilies, higher up on the economic 
ladder and dissatisfied with the years 
spent and the thousands of dollars in­ 
vested in tract houses, builders say. 


Such fam ilies are living in their sec­ 
ond or third tract home by the time 
they start pining for the spacious af­ 
fluence of a tailor-made house. 
And thanks to soaring values of 
existing homes, they find they have 
sufficient equity to make the jump 
into the $100,0(Xhprice range typical of 
custom designs, builders say. 


FO R M OST fam ilies, the move to a 
custom-built house represents the fi­ 
nal step in home ownership. As such, 
it is also the most expensive. Area 
builders quoted prices ranging from 
$100,000 to $200,000 for the average 
custom-built home. 
Prices can go “ to infinity,’* one 
builder said, depending on the extrav­ 
agances of a particular fam ily. 


John L. Domeier, chairm an of the 
G reat Am erican Federal Savings and 
Loan Assn., Chicago, said, “ The tract 
home undeniably gives you a lot of 
value for your money, but it’s also

for tree rose 


A tree rose, as the name implies, is 
actually a sm all tree with a straight 
stem on top of wrhich is a more or less 
bushy, flower-bearing crown. 
Well-formed 
and 
carefully 
m ain­ 
tained tree roses are handsome fea­ 
tures in any garden, and matched 
pairs are especially attractive. 
Because of the tim e and effort re­ 
quired to produce tree roses, they are 
relatively expensive — about three 
times the cost of an ordinary rose. 
If you are going to acquire a tree 
rose or if you already have one you 
should protect it as a valuable plant 
against 
breakage, 
insects, 
diseases 
and winter damage. 


R O SES L IK E this quickly lose their 
form if they are not pruned. M ain 
pruning should occur after flowering 
and only enough wood should be re­ 
moved to maintain the plant’s shape. 
It is also a good idea to cut aw ay any 
sprouts that develop at the base of the 
tree. Sprouts like these use energy 
that otherwise would go to the flower­ 
ing part of the tree. 


If you live in a clim ate where win­ 
ters are mild you can wrap your tree 
rose in burlap and work straw in be­ 
tween the branches. But if your win­ 
ters are severe the best protection 
you can give your rose tree is to bury 
it as illustrated. 
Before burying a rose tree wait un­ 
til several heavy frosts have caused 
the leaves to fall and hardened the 
woody parts of the plant. Before the 
ground freezes dig a trench as out­ 
lined by the dashed line in the upper 
sketch. The trench should be on the 
side of the bottom graft. It should be 
about 12 iches deep and long and wide 
enough to accommodate the tree. 
Next, carefully loosen the soil ball 
of the tree and bend the tree into the 
trench — as in the lower sketch. Care­ 
fully weight the tree down to hold it in

true that you get the most individ­ 
uality and flexibility of design in a 
house that’s built exactly for you.”

Fam ilies have placed down pay­ 
ments of between $40,000 and $50,000 
on $100,000 homes, Siedeman said —

years ago. 


T H E T Y P IC A L purchaser is an old­ 
er fam ily, with the husband and wife 
in their 30s or older, earning a com­ 
bined income of more than $30,000 
Siedeman said. Such fam ilies usually 
have two or three children, he said. • 
Contrary to the myth that many 
fam ilies go wild when planning a cus­ 
tom-built home, builders say unusual 
requests are rare. 
Vern Gilbert, vice president of the 
custom-built home division of Lancer 
Corp., Schaumburg, said, “ They (buy­ 
ers) are pretty down-to-earth. They 
want a large home. They’re at least

Once fam ilies decide how large a 
house they want, they proceed to pack 
it with such creature comforts as fire­ 
places, central air conditioning, base­ 
ments, wall-to-wall carpeting, ceram ­ 
ic-tiled baths, top-line appliances in 
kitchens, linoleum no-wax floors in 
kitchens and breakfast areas, paneled 
fam ily rooms and quality wood trim 
builders say.

such a home means: 
• A risk that the finished house 


may be so tailored to an individual 
fam ily it may be difficult to find a 
buyer willing to pay the asking price, 
or willing to buy at all, if the time 
comes to sell. 


• The buyer must deal with an ar­ 
chitect and a contractor, which w ill 
be time consuming and involve addi­ 
tional fees. 


• The custom home probably w ill 
take longer to build, because of plan­ 
ning, bid-taking and delays in obtain­ 
ing tradesmen or in deliveries of ma­ 
terials. Be prepared to wait one or 
two months beyond a contractor’s es­ 
timated completion date. 


• Final cost m ay be higher than ex­ 
pected because of unforeseen prob­ 
lems, rising m aterial and labor prices 
during the course of construction, un­ 
derestimates by subcontractors, and 
changes and additions made while 
building. 
• The completed house may not be 
exactly the product 
a fam ily ex­ 
pected. Some persons have difficulty 
in visualizing a completed home from 
a blueprint.

Just outside the solarium is a 
large porch that we suggest might be 
screened for summer outdoor dining. 
The service core at the rear of the 
garage contains the garage entrance 
and vestibule, the laundry clean-up la­ 
vatory and a garage storage closet. 
The entire unit lies just outside the 
kitchen entrance and close to the 
basement stair. 
On the second floor are four large 
bedrooms, two full baths (the one 
with the shower stall is privately con­ 
nected to the master bedroom) and 
excellent closet space.

Change life style 


to prevent ulcers 


Ten years ago in the fall. I developed a bleeding ulcer in the 
duodenum, and after several blood transfusions and a bland diet, 
the ulcer healed. Last spring. I was hospitalized with another 
bleeding ulcer and. after six weeks, it also healed. 


Is it true that ulcers flare up in the spring and the fall? Do 
doctors really know what causes them? And. having been cured, is 
it necessary to avoid certain foods and drinks and continue anta­ 
cids? 


Any suggestions you have would be greatly appreciated, as I 
certainly don't want to develop another bleeding ulcer if I can 
prevent it. 


As far as I am concerned, “once an ucler patient, always an 
ulcer patient.” That means you should adapt your life style to 
prevent recurrences as they tend to recur in the spring and fall. 
This is not an old wives’ tale — or, at least, if it is, it is a valid 
one. 


You should avoid caffeine-containing drinks because caffeine 
stimulates the production of acid digestive juices. These include 
coffee, tea, colas and chocolate beverages. Chocolate in any form 
contains caffeine. You should avoid alcohol. Alcohol is a powerful 
stimulant to the producion of acid digesive juice. 


Otherwise, sensible eating habits are usually all that is required. 
I would avoid strong spices, but moderate spices or moderate 
amounts are all right. A heavily spiced Mexican meal might not 
be. The current thinking is that what an ulcer patient eats is not so 
important, but whenever complications arise, bland feedings are 
still used. 


You may not need to take any antacids, but your doctor may 
want to test your production of stomach acid to see if it is high 
and would warrant some regular use of such a medicine. 


I should add to the list of dont’s for your life style: DON'T 
SMOKE. 


Stress is important as a factor in causing ulcers. If your life 
style includes too much stress, try to minimize it if you can. If a 
person has a stressful life style and doesn’t change it, any form of 
treatment is not likely to be successful. 


I should add that you should avoid aspirin and all of the easily 
obtainable popular medicines that contain aspirin. With a history 
of two bleeding ulcers, you don t need to take anything that de­ 
creases the blood’s natural ability to clot. 


No, doctors do not know exactly what causes ulcers, but we do 
know the company ulcers keep — stress, coffee, cigarettes and 
alcohol. We know that once an ulcer occurs that unless the excess 
stomach acid that is usually part of the picture is adequately 
neutralized, the ulcer will not heal promptly. Change your life 
style, and hopefully you can watch spring and fall come without 
fear of a bleeding ulcer.

Cracked ice candles 
easy to make at home 


Dear Roberta: When my daughter was in kindergarten a few 
years ago, she brought home from school a beautiful candle she 
said had been made with ice cubes. It was rectangular and had 
hundreds of worm-like trails through it. I’d like to make some as 
gifts, and thought since this was a children’s project you might 
know how. —Mrs. Herbert Pitts 


Candles made with plain or colored wax, cracked ice, and which 
use a milk carton for a mold are not only lovely but they’re also 
easy to make at home. Chop up enough ice to fill a trimmed down 
quart-sized milk carton. Keep the ice chilled until you have melted 
two cups of paraffin in the top of an old double boiler. You can 
leave the paraffin white or color it by melting an old crayon into 
it. Stand in the center of the carton an old candle — which will 
serve as the wick — and support it by filling the carton around it 
with the chopped ice. Quickly pour in the melted wax. When the 
wax has hardened, pour out the water, and peel off the carton. 
Voila! A wormy candle! 


Dear Roberta: I spilled a bit of a cocktail on some velvet uphol­ 
stery and the hostess came forward with a cloth dampened with 
sparkling soda. The stain came off immediately. Is there some­ 
thing in this that will take off other kinds of stains? —Aline Jef­ 
fries 


Sparkling soda does do fantastic things if used quickly to remove 
stains on carpeting or upholstery. But no one knows why. Perhaps 
the secret is in the word “quickly.” Speed is all-important in 
successfully picking up stains. 


Dear Roberta: With three adults in our house taking turns in 
caring for two sick children, confusion reigned as to when, or if, 
we had given them their prescribed doses of medicine. The solu­ 
tion to the problem was simple: we taped to the refrigerator a 
daily schedule of medicines each child was to take. Whichever one 
of us took care of a dosage checked it off with a pencil. —Marilyn

“The Gathering” is proof that a powerful cast giv­ 
ing solid performances can turn a sentimental and 
trite script into a heart-warming work of art. 
The two-hour movie, which airs at 8 p.m. Sunday 
on Channel 7, offers the kind of fare even Scrooge 
would expect at the outset of the Christmas season. 


The drama, which probably will secure a place for 
itself as a perennial holiday tearjerker, serves to 
remind us of the many blessings for which we should 
be grateful without hitting viewers over the head 
with the tragedy of one man and his family. 


Edward Asner, who has proved himself one of the 
finest and most versatile actors on television today, 
portrays a New England tycoon who learns from his 
doctor just before Christmas that he has only a few 
months to live. 


So, the gruff and headstrong executive Adam 
Thornton decides to make amends with the family he 
walked out on some four years earlier. 


He becomes a humble but not a self-pitying man, 
standing on the doorstep of the home where he be­ 
came alienated from his family because of trivial 
disagreements and heapings of pride. 


He asks his wife, who is portrayed by Maureen 
Stapleton with a proper amount of hesitancy and 
mixed feelings, to help him reunite their lost family 
at Christmas. Hut he sets one stipulation: that the 
children are not to be told about his fatal condition. 


“Certain aspects of my life are not in order,” 
Thornton admits aloud like a reminiscing German 
general. He sets out to make peace with each of his 
children and right a lifetime of wrongs in just a few 
weeks’ time. 


One son is a ruthless lawyer; another is a carpen­ 
ter who fled to Canada to escape military service in 
Vietman and his father’s patriotic wrath at home. 
One daughter is a successful, vibrant career girl; 
the other struggles with an unsuccessful husband. 


A Christmas dinner table blessed with food and 
surrounded by grandchildren he has never seen or 
touched becomes one man’s reconciliation with the 
world. 


Although “The Gathering” is a potentially pitiful 
story, the actors and the production staff have 
avoided overkill. 


None of the scenes are terribly distressing. The 
tearful hugs and kisses are largely expressions of 
joy. Family members, near strangers secretly have 
longed for the comfort and companionship of each 
other. 


The sadness of the story hits home every time the 
wife looks into her husband’s eyes, struggling with 
the strange feelings of bewilderment and gladness. 


In that look is the message of the table and the 
reminder that every good Christmas story, from 
“Miracle on 34th Street” to Charles Dickens’ “A 
Christmas Carol,” drives home each year: It is a 
shame that people wait until it’s too late to say 
“thank you,” to say “I love you” and to share that 
precious gift of time. 


Thornton discovers this while standing in the dark 
chill on a snowy lawn Christmas Eve shooting fire­ 
works with his grown son as they throw their arms 
around each other’s shoulders, laughing like two 
mischievous schoolboys. 


He discovers this while cradling his infant grand­ 
son as he is christened and sharing silent thoughts 
with his wife in the illumination of Christmas tree 
lights and a roaring fireplace. 


Ifs anything that means sharing with others be­ 
fore it’s too late. “The Gathering” may not be a 
revelation or a profound script, but ifs a dignified 
production that will leave viewers with a precious 
gift. 


'4th network’ programs 


Independent television station officials in Chicago 
remain hopeful for original “fourth network” pro­ 
graming next year although producers of a special 
“Star Trek” and movie package have postponed the 
due dates on their projects. 


Rich Frank, president of Paramount Television’s 
distribution division, says a remake of the weekly 
“Star Trek” and a collection of first-run made-for- 
television movies he has promised independent tele­ 
vision stations throughout the country will not be 
ready until fall 1978. 
Frank originally had slated the three-hour Satur­ 
day night package of original programing to begin 
airing in April or May. 
Production on the new “Star Trek” series already 
has started in Hollywood, with all of the original cast 
members participating except for Leonard Nimoy as 
Mr. Spock. 
The problem has been partially in selling the 
package to independent stations that are affiliates of 
either ABC, CBS or NBC and under contract to ab­ 
net work programing. 
“The network affiliates are as important to the

financial success of the project as important to the 
financial success of the project as the independent 
stations are. We need a mix of support from both to 
be able to underwrite the project,” a Paramount 
spokesman said. 


While the networks are pressuring their affiliates 
against subscribing to outside programing, support 
from national advertisers also has been low, the 
Paramount spokesman said. 


Officials of WGN-TV, Channel 9 in Chicago, say 
they are disappointed over the delay in the pro­ 
ject but are certain that Paramount’s alternative 
network programming effort eventually will material­ 
ize. WGN, one of the country’s largest and most 
powerful independent television stations, is a major 
subscriber to the Paramount project as well as 
“Operation Prime Time,” which also is producing 
first-run programming for and with the financial 
support of independent stations. 


“We are very hopeful of these projects. We feel 
they are very important,” said Sheldon Cooper, WGN 
general manager, but he admitted that the projects 
debuting next fall will be up against an onslaught 
of new programming from the networks at the 
start of a new season, which may lessen its chances 
for survival.

The 22-volume World Book Encylope- 
dia, is being sent to Lisa Beinoehl, 9, of 
Stratford, Conn., for her question: 
WHAT ARE INSTINCTS? 
Invertebrate animals, such as worms 
and insects, are more completely gov­ 
erned by instincts than are higher verte­ 
brate animals, which adapt to their en­ 
vironment through some kind of learned 
behavior. The higher and more intelli­ 
gent the animal, the greater is his capac­ 
ity to learn. Man, having learned the 
basics of how to survive, has kept on 
learning. 
Instinct is behavior that is inherited 
rather than learned. Instinct and instinc­ 
tive behavior are terms used by scientists 
to describe activity that involves neither 
experience nor learning. 
For a behavior trait to be truly in­ 
stinctive, it must be typical of almost 
all members of at least one species of 
animal. 
All animals perform certain instinc­ 
tive actions and learned actions. Insects 
and crustaceans, such as crabs and 
lobsters, can learn only a little, so they 
depend almost completely on instincts 
to survive. The higher you go on the ani­ 
mal scale, the more it can learn and the 
less it will have to depend on instinct. 
A baby chick, for example, will freeze 
motionless when any object appears 
near him. Instinctively, he will not move 
even if a leaf falls near him. Older chick­ 
ens, on the other hand, have learned that 
a falling leaf cannot hurt them, so they 
do not react as they did when they were 
young. Learning has taken over for an 
instinct. 
Fish depend more on instinct than 
birds, and birds depend on instinctive 
action more than mammals. In the 
human family, a baby will smile and 
suck instinctively, but as he grows older, 
most of his acts are learned. 
For the most part, however, humans 
appear to have few or no instinctive pat­ 
terns. Sucking and smiling as infants, 
for example, are considered to be re­ 
flexes by some scientists, and not in­ 
stincts. 
At one time in the past, scientists told 
us that tendencies toward many types 
of behavior were inborn and were passed 
from generation to generation. In mod­ 
ern times, however, experiments have 
show n that most human behavior is the 
result of maturation and learning. 
In psychiatry, the term instinct de­ 
notes the innate biological drives and 
motivations necessary to fulfill human 
needs for oxygen, water, food, main­ 
tenance of body temperature and the 
avoidance of physcial injury. 
Andy sends the 1977 World Book Sci­ 
ence Year Annual to John Troulis, 12, 
of North Brunswick, N.J., for his ques­ 
tion: 
WHAT MAKES A PERSON LEFT­ 
HANDED? 
When a child is about 18 months old, 
he goes through a period of bilaterality 
when he shows no preference for either 
the left or right hand. This is followed 
at about the age of 2 with a definite pref­ 
erence for a dominant hand. 
Most people are right-handed. How­ 
ever, about 6.5 per cent of adult males 
are left-handed and so are 4 per cent of 
female adults. The incidence is higher 
in children and decreases gradually as 
adulthood is reached. 
VVTiat makes a person left-handed? No 
one is sure, exactly. It is found more 
often among twins than in the general 
population, with only one twin being left­ 
handed. 
A child should be allowed to develop 
his own natural handedness, be it left 
or right.

KTC challenges 
Sucrets claims 


The Federal Trade Commission Friday sued the makers of Sucr­ 
ets throat lozenges for allegedly misrepresenting how well the 
product helps treat sore throats. The agency told a federal court in 
Washington that Merck and Co. Inc. Rahway, N .J., had violated a 
1966 FTC order which prohibited it from making certain effective­ 
ness claims about Sucrets. The earlier order forbids claims re­ 
garding the effectiveness of Sucrets to kill germs which might 
contribute to a sore throat, and prohibits claims that Sucrets will 
provide more than temporary relief. The civil penalty suit, which 
seeks fines of up to $10,000 for each advertisement allegedly in 
violation of the order, says that the company “ misrepresented the 
relief afforded by Sucrets,” the agency said. 


Few contracts ending in ‘7k 


Contract bargaining in 1978 will be “ light” in terms of major 
agreements to be renegotiated, but labor experts expect a 
“ heavy” year for union demands, according to the conference 
board. Seven labor relations analysts for the non-profit research 
group noted fewer than two million workers, mostly in nonmanu­ 
facturing industries, will be involved in new* contract talks com­ 
pared with about five million this year “ But the 1978 bargaining 
situation may well be characterized by increased resistance from 
employers — especially those in more competitive industries — as 
well as a more restive union membership.” the experts said. 


GM head predicts m ore sales 


General Motors chairman Thomas A. Murphy Friday predicted 
the auto industry will sell a record 15.5 million cars and trucks 
next year — a 5 per cent improvement over the current year’s 
performance. In a year-end statement, Murphy said tile sales im­ 
provement for next year is contingent on action by the Carter 
Administration and Congress to alleviate consumers’ economic 
worries. 


Jobless rate is 
6.9% in nation; 
4.6% in Illinois 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The na­ 
tion’s unemployment rate was 6.9 per 
cent in November to mark the eighth 
consecutive month of virtually un­ 
changed conditions in the U.S. job 
market, the Labor Dept, said Friday. 
Unemployment in Illinois fell from 5 
per cent to 4.6 per cent last month, 
the state labor department reported 
Friday. Gov. James R. Thompson 
said the jobless estimate probably is 
too low. 
Thompson complained in a news re­ 
lease that the state faces a loss of $10 
million in 
federal 
revenue sharing 
grants because the U.S. Labor Dept, 
has not implemented a new formula 
for estimating unemployment. 


Dow Jones 
loses again 


NEW YORK (U P I) - Stocks, torn 
in the crosscurrents of yearend tax 
selling and selected bargain hunting, 
wrapped up a dismal week with little 
change Friday. Trading was moder­ 
ately active.

slipped 1.73 points to 823.98, giving it a 
loss of 20.44 points for the week. The 
closely followed average fluctuated in 
a three-point range all day. 
Scores of institutional traders sold 
stock to establish losses for tax pur­ 
poses while professional traders re­ 
portedly bought some of the most 
heavily sold issues. 
Advances topped declines- 735 to 
662, among the 1,874 issues crossing 
the composite tape at 3 p.m. CST.

Chicago saw a decline from 4.6 per 
cent in October to 4.4 per cent in No­ 
vember. The November. 1976, unem­ 
ployment level was 6.7 per cent in the 
six-county Chicago area. 
A TOP WHITE HOUSE aide said it 
will be impossible for the adminis­ 
tration to reach its target of 6.6 per 
cent unemployment by the end of 
1977. “ That goal has been scrapped,” 
the official said. 
The jobless rate dropped from 7 per 
cent in October, but the department 
noted that unemployment has been in 
“ the narrow range of 6.9 per cent to 
7.1 per cent” since April. 
In order to get the necessary eco­ 
nomic expansion to reduce the unem­ 
ployment rate in the year ahead. 
President Carter has promised sub­ 
stantial tax reduction to put more 
money in the hands of consumers and 
provide business with caph a1 for new 
plants and equipment. 


The department said the number of 
persons with jobs continued to grow, 
but not fast enough to keep up with 
the expansion of the workforce. Wom­ 
en and teen-agers continued to be 
among the hardest hit. 
The department said total employ­ 
ment on nonfarm payrolls was 83.2 
million in November. There were 6.8 
million unemployed. 
THE UNEMPLOYMENT figures re­ 
leased Friday showed an estimated 
239.700 persons out of w’ork in Illinois 
in November, with an unemployment 
rate of 4.6 per cent. That figure was 
down from 5.0 per cent in October and 
from 6.6 per cent in November, 1976, 
on a seasonally adjusted basis. 
That adjustment is necessary be­ 
cause the estimated size of the labor 
force — the number of persons work­ 
ing or seeking u’ork — changes during 
the year. 
The department said (lie unemploy­ 
ment rate for adult women advanced 
slightly to 7.1 per cent and held 
steady for teen-agers at 17.1 per cent.

cussed it at length with top officials of 
the Board of Trade. It has a number 
of potential detractors, including the 
Securities and Exchange Commission, 
other commodities 
exchanges and 
Dow Jones itself. But the officials ex­ 
pressed confidence that all would be 
surmounted. 
As far as the SEC is concerned, J. 
F. Baumgartner, president of the 
Board of Trade, told me, “ We’re not 
saying anything to them, and they’re 
not saying anything to us.” The story 
behind this Is that the Kansas City 
group expects to get an endorsement 
of its idea from the CFTC commodity 
regulators in February or March, and 
to swing into action shortly thereafter. 
The SEC, whose jurisdiction extends 
over the traditional stock markets, 
may well challenge the new operation. 
THERE ARE existing precedents 
for futures contracts on financial in­ 
struments. The Chicago Mercantile 
Exchange has trading in Treasury-bill 
futures, and the Chicago Board of 
Trade has three such contracts: Gin- 
nie Maes, Fannie Maes and com­ 
mercial paper. Both exchanges have 
withstood SEC challenges that even­ 
tually were dropped. 
As for the other commodities ex­ 
changes, they aie unlikely to let such 
lucrative potential fall entirely into 
the lap of Kansas City without making 
a competitive effort. The giant Chi­ 
cago Board of Trade is said to be 
“ studying” the possibility of trading a 
similar contract on its floor. 
The problem with Dow Jones ap­ 
pears to be strictly one of nomencla­ 
ture. If the company won’t let its 
name be used, Kansas City officials 
plan to refer only (and hardly myste­ 
riously) to “ the w idely used 30 Indus­ 
trial Stock Average.” 
Here’s how’ the proposed contract 
would work: The contract would basi­ 
cally be 50 times the current average. 
For example, if the average was 825, 
and the contract w'as trading even 
with the average, the contract w’ould 
be for $41,250. (The plan is to trade 
six different contracts simultaneously, 
expiring at three-month intervals up 
to 18 months aw’ay.) 
SPECULATORS WOULD have to 
put up only $1,500 per contract in 
cash. Each point move in the average 
would be w'orth $50, and if the aver­ 
age went down as much as IO points a 
contract buyer would be asked to put 
up another $500. So it could become 
an expensive proposition for a buyer 
(or .seller) who guessed wTong on the 
market’s immediate direction. Com­ 
missions would be relatively small: 
probably about $50 for the entire 
round-trip transaction.

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Outlook for stable oil prices slim 


LONDON — In his recent meeting 
with President Carter, the shah of 
Iran talked of giving “a break” to the 
troubled industrial world by attempt­ 
ing to keep oil prices down. After a 
trip to the Middle East, Treasury Sec. 
W. 
Michael 
Blumenthal 
also ex­ 
pressed hope that the oil-consuming 
world, which has not yet fully ab­ 
sorbed the massive price boosts of 
1973-74, wouldn't have to face yet an­ 
other. 


But in a conversation on his way 
through London the other day, oil con­ 
sultant Walter J. Levy took a much 
more pessimistic view. The shah may 
be reasonable for the time being, 
Levy figures, thus reinforcing the con­ 
servative views of Saudi Arabia. 


Inevitably, though. Levy predicts 
that the colossal U.S. appetite for oil 
will go up, rather than down, “and 
undoubtedly we will be facing a short­ 
age in physical terms some time in 
the 1980s.'' Levy's views on oil are 
given more attention by Western gov­ 
ernments than those of any private 
analyst.

Hayes gets reprimand for punch 


Ohio State Football Coach Woody 
Hayes Friday received a “public rep­ 
rimand” from Big Ten Comr. Wayne 
Duke for punching a television cam­ 
eraman during the 
Michigan-Ohio 
State game Nov. 19. 
Hayes was reprimanded for “un­ 
sportsmanlike conduct.” 
Should Hayes violate the conference 
code on sportsmanlike conduct again 
within a year, he automatically will 
be suspended from coaching the buck­ 
eyes’ next two games. Technically, 
Duke said, Hayes is on probation. 
DUKE SAID HE issued the repri­ 
mand after discussions with the cam­ 


eraman, Michael Freedman, Hayes, 
network officials and both the presi­ 
dent and athletic director of Ohio 
State. 
Ohio State President Harold Enar- 
son said the school will not appeal the 
action because the school is “fully 
committed” to Big Ten rules. 
But Enarson added that, “in all 
fairness, there is something that cries 
to be said. Over the year, the Ohio 
State teams coached by Woody Hayes 
have been noted for clean play and 
good sportsmanship. They are due in 
l a r g e 
measure 
to 
the 
encour­ 
agement of good sportsmanship by our

entire athletic department and by 
Coach Hayes.” 
Duke said that his study of videot­ 
ape not shown on network television 
showed that Freedman, at the time of 
the incident, was “between the 33-34 
yard lines on the sidelines within 
2-4 yards of Coach Hayes, in violation 
of official NCAA football playing 
rules. 
“ It should be noted steps are being 
undertaken by me to avoid future vio­ 
lations of this rule.” 
THE NCAA RULE restricts players, 
coaches and team personnel to the 
area between the 30-yard lines and re­ 


quires other personnel to remain out 
of that area. Thus Freedman had en­ 
croached three or four yards into the 
forbidden area. 
Duke said videotape showed that 
Hayes “took three steps and landed a 
blow to the right side of Freedman’s 
body.” 
“It appeared that Freedman turned 
and warded off the blow with his left 
elbow. He did not fall and he re­ 
mained in the general area,” Duke 
said. “At the time of the blow, it ap­ 
peared he had one foot straddling the 
sidelines.” 
Duke 
said 
the 
videotape 
also 


showed four policemen in the same 
area, “two of them talking behind 
Hayes,” and taking no action to pro­ 
tect the 30-yard line from encroach­ 
ment 
by 
nonteam 
personnel, 
the 
primary reason for their presence. He 
said there also was a still photo­ 
grapher on the field who moved 
“when he saw Hayes move toward 
him. 
Hayes was the second Big Ten 
coach to be reprimanded this year 
and go on probation. Michigan’s Bo 
Schembechler earlier was reprimand­ 
ed for his comment on officials in the 
Duke game.

Gary Huff hurting—but hopeful

TAMPA, Fla. —- Former 
Bears 
quarterback Gary Huff, a mild-man­ 
nered man who spends his off-seasons 
working as an accountant, thought his 
career would finally begin adding up 
when he was traded to the Bucca­ 
neers this year after a season of doing 
no more than holding place kicks in 
Chicago. 
He was back home, playing in the 
same city where he went to high 
school and college, where he had 
bought a home for his family in 1975. 
The Bucs had traded for him ,and he 
was the No. I quarterback. 
Come Sunday Huff will be on the 
other side of the field when the Bears 
meet the Bucs, birt may wonder if he 
was in the right palce at the right 
time. 
IT S E E M S 
THINGS haven’t 
changed that much after all. 
Rookie Randy Hedberg is expected 
to start at quarterback for the Bucs 
Sunday in place of Huff, who returned 


to the Starting lineup just last week, 
a f t e r missing four games with 
cracked ribs. Huff couldn’t put any 
points on the scoreboard as the Bucs 
were shut out by Atlanta. He probably 
can’t help but wonder what he’s doLig 
in the N FL when Hedberg, who has 
completed just 28 per cent of his pas­ 
ses and has led the offense to zero 
points in three games, replaces him. 
“ Ifs just been an unlucky year for 
me with injuries and timing,” said 
Huff. “ But I still love it here. I think 
it’s going to be great.Huff’s first set­ 
back came soon after he arrived here. 
Mike Boryla unexpectedly became a 
free agent when the 
Philadelphia 
Eagles neglected to send the quarter­ 
back a letter, informing him he was 
entering his option year. The omission 
made Boryla an instant free agent 
and he was signed by Tampa Bay. 
Huff then had competition for a job 
that was supposedly his for the ask­ 
ing. 
BUT BORYLA went down for the 


year with a knee injury in a pre­ 
season game. The next week Huff 
completed 15 of 23 passes for 237 
yards and for three long touchdowns 
in three quarters before suffering the 
same knee injury Boryla sustained a 
week earlier. 
But the decision was made not to 
operate on Huff. 
“ At least I’ve proven I can heal 
fast,” Huff said. “ They told me I’d be 
out six weeks minimum end I was 
back in four.” 
Huff returned to guide his team 
through a 23-7 loss to Dallas, not a 
bad showing. The following week he 
didn't start but came in for much of 
the game, a 10-0 loss to Washington. 
The next week, things started to look 
up. 
D ESPITE THE KN EE brace that 
limits his mobility, Huff led the of­ 
fense to a team record 23 points 
against Seattle. But for the only time 
this season, the defense lei the Bucs 
down, allowing 30 points as the Bucs 
lost again. Huff completed 18 of 32 
passes for 217 yards and a touchdown, 
the only touchdown pass Tampa has 
scored all year. Things were looking 
up. 
But the following week against 
Green Bay, Huff suffered cracked ribs 
and missed the next four games, be­ 
fore returning last week. 
Huff knows what it is to be booed 
from his days with the Bears. He also 
knows what it’s like to lose, also cour­ 


tesy of the Bears. 
“ I can remember with the Bears 
we’d go three or four games without 
scoring a touchdown and the fans 
would boo Bobby Douglass.” 
IT ’S BEEN A bizarre romance be­ 
tween Huff and his hometown fans. 
When he went down in the Green Bay 
game, the crowd cheered. 
“ I still don’t know why.” he said. “ I 
already had completed nine passes in 
that game. 
“ You have to remember we haven’t 
scored a touchdown at home yet. 
“ When you play bad football, the fans 
don’t always boo. But when you can’t 
score in five games . . . ” 
Huff said he would like to play 
against his former teammates, but if 
he doesn t, it’s not the end of the 
world. 
“ WE HAVE TO use every edge. 
Maybe coach (John McKay) 
will 
think, ‘Gary knows Chicago, so they’ll 
change up, do different things against 
him.’ I know' their (Bears’) weak­ 
nesses and strengths but that works 
both ways. They know mine.” 
His memories of Chicago are bit­ 
tersweet. He speaks highly of Bear 
coach Jack Pardee and calls wide re­ 
ceiver James Scott one of the fastest 
and most underrated players in foot­ 
ball. But he also remembers other 
times. 
“ Jack (Pardee) is so defensive- 
minded. “ He was constantly saying 
just don’t run the ball over,” Huff 


said. “ I remember going to him and 
asking why I wasn’t starting. He took 
out his book and said, ‘Gee, Gary, 
you’re 
throwing 
too 
many 
inter­ 
ceptions in practice (this week).’ 
“ I said, ‘Jack, I have only thrown 
two. Are you counting the ones vs. the 
defense? (Huff would run the opposi­ 
tion’s plays against the first string 
Bears defense). Zeke (Bratkowski, 
former Bear quarterback coach) al­ 
ways told me just to throw it up there 
to give the defense some work and not 
worry about interceptions. 
“ THE NEXT W EEK I went out in 
practice and threw one interception. 
“ But he (Pardee) is a good man 
and a good coach. I learned a lot from 
him.” 
Huff has shown signs of shaking the 
injuries that have plagued him. Last 
week, McKay said Huff moved much 
better against the Falcons. It was the 
first game since the preseason that 
Huff did not have to wear the knee 
brace and protective rib guard. 
The decision to start 
Hedberg, 
whose statistics are bad partially due 
to the fact that the Bucs are usually 
behind and the opposition knows he’s 
going to pass, was made because he’s 
looked good in practice this week, 
McKay said. 
“ We’ve got some fine ability here 
and the nucleus to win a few games,” 
Huff said. 
But he doesn’t know if he'll be part 
of it.

covered from a cold and was running 
at full strength in practice Friday, but 
fullback Robin Earl (bruised shoul­ 
ders) and wide receiver and punt re­ 
turner Steve Schubert (pulled thigh 
muscle) may not be able to play 
much because of their injuries.

and venison’s fine 


More than ever before, hunters in 
Illinois have venison in their freezers 
as the result of a record harvest of 
12,637 deer during the first three days 
of the split shotgun season. 
The pictures have been taken and 
the heads sent out for mounting, but 
nobody dares to touch the deer meat. 
The fear of tough, stringy, gamey-tas- 
ting venison is enough to discourage 
most novices who would just as soon 
allow the deer to contract freezer 
bum. 
Properly prepared venison has a 
singular flavor and a unique texture 
that should be a compliment instead 
of an insult to the cook. 
THE INITIAL steps to a satisfying 
meal begin in the field, immediately 
after the kill. The deer should be 
quickly and correctly dressed. A de­ 
lay here could change a feast into a 
failure, no m atter what magic the 
cook possesses. 
The old wive’s tale that all meat 
has to be processed in an antiseptic 
plant and neatly packaged in trans­ 
parent film is obviously untrue. The 
belief may be a derivative of the ham­ 
burger and hot dog society in which 
we live. 
As most experienced hunters know’, 
just the opposite is true. Game birds 
such as grouse and pheasant can 
m a k e 
chicken 
seem 
bland 
and 
tastelss. The same is true of venison. 
Steaks, roasts, sausage or even ham­ 
burger processed from deer meat are 
a delicious alternative from the beef 
syndrome. 
One of the major differences is that 
wild game does not have the fat of 
domestic fowl or animals. A barnyard 
goose does not have the flavor of a 
Canada honker that has been shot in 
southern Illinois after a flight from 
Horicon Marsh, Wis. 
FOLLOWING ARE recipes which I 
wholeheartedly endorse.

My favorite for the candlelight oc­ 
casion — Mix 2 cups red wine, juice 
of I lime and 2 lemons, 2 bay leaves 
(crushed), 2 cloves (bruised), I clove 
garlic 
(mashed), 
2 
stalks 
celery 
(chopped), 6 slices onion, 6 slices car­ 
rot, 6 peppercorns, I pinch thyme, Vt 
teaspoon salt. 
Soak a 3-pound piece of lean venison 
in this brew for about an hour. Then 
remove and cut the meat into one- 
inch cubes. Fry in butter until brown. 
Finally set the meat aflame with 2 
tablespoon gin and keep hot. 
In another pan, brown 3 tablespoons 
of pork, cubed small. Add this to the 
venison. Strain the marinade mix and 
pour enough of it over the meat to 
moisten. 
ADD I GLT mushroom buttons to 
the meat mix, I cup small white on­ 
ions that have been parboiled and ten­ 
derized. Cover the pan tightly and 
simmer for 30 minutes. 
In &ill another pan, fry 6 chicken 
livers quickly in a little fat and add 
these to 
the meat-mushrooms-onion 
mix. Serve hot and garnish with small 
pieces of bread that have been fried 
in butter.

To prepare a rolled venison roast 
that serves up to 6 people, use a four- 
pound piece of venison — either the 
rump cut or the top of round rolled 
and tied. Roast should be at least four 
pounds since venison shrinks during 
cooking. Salt and pepper. 
Place the meat in a conventional 
roasting pan but do not cover or add 
water. Season with salt and pepper to 
taste. Roast in oven, 300 degrees 
Fahrenheit (low temperature retards 
shrinkage), frequently basting with 
liquid shortening. Finish basting with 
juices accumulating from roast. Allow

Record stock of chinook planned 


The recent acquisition of two mil­ 
lion chinook salmon eggs from Mich­ 
igan signals an attempt this next year 
by the Illinois Dept, of Conservation 
to stock a record one million-plus chi­ 
nook in Lake Michigan. 
Some 300,000 of the newly fertilized 
chinook eggs were brought from the 
Manistee 
River 
Fish Hatchery in 
Michigan 
to 
the 
Dept, 
of 
Con­ 
servation’s Spring Grove Hatchery to 
be “eyed.” Another half million eggs 
soon will be brought to the Spring 
Grove Hatchery for rearing, said Nils 
Anderson of the Spring Grove staff. 
The rest of the eggs will mature at 


Peterson 
Trout 
Farms, 
a 
private 
hatchery in Peterson, Minn. “Eyeing” 
occurs when the eye of the embryonic 
fish develops in the egg prior to any 
other maturation. 
THE ACQUISITION of more eggs 
was possible, Anderson said, because 
three Illinois Dept, of Conservation 
fishery staff persons were dispatched 
to the Manistee River Hatchery to 
help the Michigan staff in fertilizing 
and packing the eggs. 
“There’s no problem in getting the 
eggs. It's getting the facilities to raise 
them that has held us back,” Ander­ 
son said. 


Additional outdoor raceways will 
enable the Spring Grove Hatchery to 
surpass the 200,000 chinook it raised 
last year, Anderson said. 
A half million of the 700,000 eggs 
raised at the Illinois hatchery should 
survive and grow into stockable fish, 
he said. As many as another million 
fish could survive the Peterson Trout 
Farm s for stocking in Lake Michigan. 
The largest previous chinook stock­ 
ing in Illinois waters was 757,826 in 
1974. This year 346,696 chinook were 
stocked after attempts to get more 
chinook through a private hatchery in 
Washington were stymied.

A photograph taken just a little more than a 
decade ago shows five ships tied up at New 
York’s “Luxury Liner Row’*: The Queen 
Elizabeth, the France, the Constitution, the 
United States, and the Raffaello. All are 
gone now to one ignominous form of “re­ 
tirement’* or another. 
Over land, over sea one now glances im­ 
patiently at one’s watch, pops a salted nut or 
two, carves a precooked steak, and voila! 
one has traveled from interchangeable air­ 
port to interchangeable airport, late 20th- 
century style. 
The luxury liner, which replaced the sail­ 
ing packet a century ago as the railroad re­ 
placed the stagecoach, has, in turn, become 
the victim of further technological evolution. 
Today the history of the transatlantic pas­ 
senger liner is being perpetuated by the wake 
of but one ship, the Queen Elizabeth 2. 
The Queen Elizabeth 2 was built in 1968, 
far too late for illusions. 1957 was the year of 
the Great Divide: As many passengers 
crossed the Atlantic by air as by sea, and 
after that the swing to the plane was swift 
and, for the luxury liner, nearly terminal. A 
Cunard manifesto defined the margins left 
to its last seafarer: “The new QE2 will not 
merely ferry passengers glamorously back 
and forth across the Atlantic. Instead she 
will operate as a self-contained sea going re­ 
sort.’* 


In effect, the QE2 must answer the rough 
question: “Why would I rather be here — on 
this 1,000-foot bit of floating real estate — 
rather than at such destinations as London 
or New York or Paris?” 
Shuffleboard will not do as an answer, 
though it is part of the answer. For the law 
of the luxury liner is that something one 
w'ould take for granted on land assumes a 
heightened value at sea. QE2 passengers 
spend hours playing “deck tennis” — i.e., 
throwing a ring across a net. Jogging, or 
simply walking, becomes a kind of physical 
privilege. A lecture on backgammon turns 
into an event. Men have been known to at­ 
tend seminars on the art of makeup. To 
switch on one’s cabin radio and hear the sea­ 
going equivalent of Muzak seems a small 
miracle. 
Then there is eating, a normal habit which, 
on shipboard, somehow becomes a full-time 
occupation. On the QE2 the lip-smacking 
passenger has a wake-up hot cup in his cabin. 
Then comes breakfast. Fruits, from melons 
to figs. Mountains of porridge. Two kinds of 
pancakes. Two kinds of bacon. Eggs in every 
conceivable style — after which the poor 
starved fellow can hardly wait for his morn­ 
ing bouillon at ll. How did he ever survive 
without it in his landlubber days? 
The hard-gulping traveler no sooner drops 
his elevenses napkin than it’s time for lunch. 


More soups — plus salads, fish, fowl, meat, 
and endless desserts. In short, something far 
more like dinner. Or so it would seem until 
you face a dinner. But wait. First, naturally, 
there is afternoon tea, sweetened and length­ 
ened out by dance music from one of the two 
orchestras stocked by the QE2. 
Besides taking advantage of the sea-en­ 
hanced routines of daily living, the QE2 re­ 
lies heavily on a “you-sailed-with-a-celebrity” 
policy. On a recent crossing the singer and 
dancer Rita Moreno was the “star” at­ 
traction in the various QE2 clubrooms, while, 
rather like a floating Chautauqua, the Nobel 
- economist Milton Friedman, the composer 
and music critic Virgil Thomson, and Betty 
Friedan provided passengers with a series 
of improving daytime lectures. 
The luxury liner has one other cunning re­ 
source against ship-boredom. Old luxury- 
liner hands used to have a saying: Every 
ship has three sides — port, starboard, and 
social. On each crossing of the QE2 a small 
* highly structured community is deliberately 
created for a brief but intriguing interval. 
In fact, the luxury liner may be one of the 
last places on earth — or sea — where classes, 
temporarily constituted, can still feel a brac­ 
ing sense of feudal rivalry. 
On a plane “first-class” and “tourist” are 
distinctions so abstract as to be almost mean­ 
ingless. On a ship, “first-class” and “tourist” 
form ancient lines, full of delicious invidious­ 
ness. “First-class” still sniffs with a mar­ 
velous snobbishness of Right Families; 
“tourist” however modified, derives its heri­ 
tage from The Great Unwashed —- the im­ 
migrant in steerage. Robert Louis Steven­ 
son, a romantic slummer like all writers, 
once traveled in steerage so that he could 
write a George Orwell type book, “The 
Amateur Immigrant.” As late as the 1929s 


w hen the author Ludwig Bemelmans w ished 
to gather material by the same ruse, a French 
purser rebuked him thus: “Ah Monsieur, 
Victor Hugo did not become a hunchback 
to write ‘Notre Dame.’ ” 
In addition to stratified dining rooms, the 
QE2 has separate swimming pools, laundro­ 
mats, and libraries for first-class and tourist. 
The two classes are allowed to coexist at 
movies. (When “talkies” first came out, 
only the first-class passenger could view them 
on certain liners; the tourist class was con­ 
demned to “silents.”) 
In 1977, if the first-class traveler can no 
longer quite believe himself a “temporary 
member of royalty” — the promise of ear­ 
lier liners to gullible Americans —■ he can 
at least feel like the member of a parti­ 
cularly exclusive country club. On the other 
hand, the tourist-class traveler will see him­ 
self as a lively Bohemian, having a lot more 
fun than those stuffy snobs in evening dress 
and black tie. 
So the passengers polarize into Dow’ager 
Duchesses and Happy Peasants — how the 
concertinas are playing tonight! Nobody 
should underestimate the pleasures of ship­ 
board class-warfare, which the QE2 further 
sharpens and refines by offering “suites” 
and “Penthouse Rooms” for the first-class- 
of the-first-class. Only the children, sneak­ 
ing back and forth across the lines, know 
the truth their parents hate to hear: There’s 
not that much difference. 
And how could it be otherwise? The QE2 
was launched with the same gold scissors 
that cut the launching cord on the earlier 
Queen Elizabeth and Queen Mary. But into 
what a changed world! 
The QE2 does not, like the old French 
liners, contain enough gilt and mirrors for 
the palace at Versailles. She does not, like 
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the old Italian liners, feature painted ceil­ 
ings with puckered cherubs, nor, like the old 
German liners, resemble a stage setting out 
of Wagner. She is equally removed from 
earlier Cunarders. The mahogany paneling 
and marble that make English ships such as 
the Mauretania seem like floating St. James 
clubs have been replaced by plastic and 
aluminum. The QE2 is a decent compro­ 
mise — halfway between Ruritania and a 
four-star motel. 
What, in 1977, is the “case" for ship- 
t ravel? 
There remains finally the abiding presence 
of the sea — life’s most terrifying and con­ 
soling rhythm. The sea voyager has not just 
pushed another instant button. He earns his 
departure and his arrival, wave by wave. He 
bears witness to his transit. He learns the 
meaning of the word “voyage.” There is 
really quite a lot to be said for travel that 
makes one register the experience itself 
rather than just the jet-lag.

Booming cruise industry 
almost depression proof

Barbara Gilbert sells vacations — any and 
every kind. But selling a cruise, she says, 
gives her more “personal satisfaction' than 
any other aspect of the business. 
An ardent cruise taker herself, her en­ 
thusiasm for the fun. relaxation, and educa­ 


tional opportunities a cruise can provide 
animates her discussions with every client. 
“Selling cruises isn t difficult,” she insists, 
her own particular talents not wwithstanding. 
Indeed it isn't. The simple truth is that more 
and more people go cruising every year and 
so far there is no letup in sight. 
Cruisetakers out of North American ports 


topped one million for the first time in 1975 
(the peak of the recession), says Norman 
Brown of Cruise Lines International, an 
association of twenty-four lines operating out 
of United States ports. There was a IO per 
cent increase last year and all indications 
are that there will be another IO per cent 
jump by the time figures are tallied at the 
end of this year. As he sees it the cruise 
industry is “almost depression-proof.” 
But why such popularity? The age-old lure 
of the sea remains strong in much of the 
human race, apparently, and the golden age 
of the passenger liner still is recent enough 
in human memory to lure people to the 
cruise ships in an attempt to recapture some 
of the romance of those days. Then there 
are the other pluses: 
You board the ship and unpack once, says 
Mrs. Gilbert. Thereafter you move from island 
to island or country to country without 
ever leaving your “home away from home." 
Compare this with going from airport to 
airport (with packing and unpacking) if you 
wanted the same trip by air. By air, too, 
she points out, “you would be limited to one 
suitcase. You can bring a trunk full of clothes 
aboard ship.” 
Once aboard, you can adopt as easy or 
hectic a pace as you w ish — relax in a deck 
chair with a book, go swimming, take in a 
moxie, a dance lesson maybe, or perhaps some 
lessons in conversational Italian or whatever. 
At night there are cabarets and the like. 
And, remember, all of these options are 
included in the original price. 
Oscar Kolb, a spokesman for the Holland 
America Line, says similar things, adding: 
“The ship is a place to go in itself. It is a 
floating resort which takes you to other re 
sorts as well. You can do as much or as 
little as you want to, and you don’t need a 
cab when you take in a theater — ifs just 
a short walk down the hall.” 
Because of all this, repeat business is 
high. “You either take one cruise and never 
go again or you come back as often as you 
can,” says Mr. Brown. “If they have the 
money they repeat,” says Mrs. Gilbert 
“On one of our recent cruises 80 per cent of 
the passenger complement was made up of 
repeaters,” says Mr. Kolb. Indeed, through 
out the industry spokesmen say the same 
thing: it is the repeaters that make this 
such a stable business to be in. 
All this speaks well for cruising. On the 
other hand, there are likely to be some let­ 
downs for the first-time cruiser if he thinks 
all cruise ships are the epitome of luxury. 
Some are likened by the critics to “floating 
motels." “The Travel Advisor” of Bronxville, 


New York, a monthly bulletin of travel 
advice, says that some of these “motels” 
have been “taken over by managements 
who have scrapped cuisine and service for 
the bottom line.” 
On the other hand the Advisor’s editors 
find that “the cruise line industry ranks 
among the most honest segment of the en­ 
tire travel industry.” Overbooking, a not in­ 
frequent airline and hotel technique to cover 
for no shows, is virtually unknown in the 
cruise business. Occasionally, however, some 
cruise lines have been guilty of bait-and- 
switch techniques — the tactic of luring a 
client in with bargain rates for a closet­ 
sized cabin and then attempting to sell more 
commodious — and more expensive — ac­ 
commodation. 
To overcome such flaws, search for a 
cruise through a travel agent that specializes 
in cruising. Ask the agent how frequently 
he (or she) goes cruising. The good ones 
will take cruises often and if they have not 
actually cruised on a ship they will have 
visited it or had a trusted colleague do so. 
A good agent does more than look at the 
swimming pools, the floor shows, and the 
deck space but at the beds, the bathrooms, 
and the air conditioning as well. 
Says Mrs. Gilbert, “There are some ships 
that I w'on’t ever put a client on.” A good 
agent also knows how to match up people 
with the cruise. What delights one person 
may bore another to tears. “A few questions 
quickly put you on the right track," says 
Mrs. Gilbert. 
Meanwhile, the trend in the cruise in­ 
dustry is for ever greater variety. There are 
cruises now' that will take you whale-watching 
off the Southern California coast or penguin 
counting down in Antarctica; those that sail 
up the Mississippi or down the Nile. There 
are cruises that specialize in symphony con­ 
certs and others in nothing but ear-split­ 
ting rock. Often both are available on the 
same ship, suitably separated, of course. 
Some cruises are formal, dress-up-for-dinner 
affairs; on others even the captain may 
come to dinner in a turtle neck. 
There are three-day, minicruises and 
round-the-world varieties that take three 
months. While some ships are small, little 
larger than yachts, the Queen Elizabeth 2 
has eight decks arid fourteen elevators. 
So, the choice is wide and the choice is 
yours. Shop around, savor the thought a 
little, then go ahead and enjoy the vacation. 
If you are like the majority, you will enjoy 
the experience enough to go back again — 
and again.

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Luxury should not be only 
criteria for choosing a cruise

Cruise lines woo prospective passengers 
with promises of luxury fit for the Aga Khan. 
Incredible edibles, always a minimum of 
four full servings plus any number of sup­ 
plementary snacks every twenty four hours, 
the variety of entertainment found in any 
good-sized city, spotless and spacious quai* 
ters, child care, enough betterment and en 
richment programs to choke the most avid 
culture-bent individual, complete facilities 
for sports, both obvious and exotic — all 
these insure there just aren’t enough hours 
in the day to participate in everything. 
So what’s the bottom line on this plethora 
of goodies? Cut away all the embellishment 
and one important sentence remains: X num 
ber of ports in Y days in Z countries or is­ 
lands. 
Solve this equation and you will have the 
answers to two important questions: How 
much you will spend (multiply $60 times 
days afloat by the number in your party ; 
this figure approximates total cruise costs, 
including tips), and how interesting the har­ 
bors you drop the hook in might be <a fairly 
reliable rule of thumb: the closer to U.S. 
borders the less interesting, the more com 
monplace and crowded >. An additional point: 
one week (or shorter) junkets can not pro­ 
vide the degree of luxury that longer sailings 
do. 
Costs, of course, vary widely; from a low 
of around $30 per day per person — un 
realistic unless you cut your nautical molars 
in steerage — up to tens of thousands of 
dollars for better around the world accom 
modations on outstanding barques for couples 
You can sometimes beat the $60 a day fee by 
snagging a minimum-priced cell during the 
very low season. But such finds are rare. 
Shipping companies are getting better 
about the price spread: it used to be that 
the best quarters (not suites) were four times 
the cost of the rentable broom closets, al­ 
ways the first space booked. Now deluxe 
quarters usually cost twice or three times as 
much as the cheaper berths. But don’t for­ 
get, whether your ticket sells for the most or 
the least, you get basically the same amenities 
except for cabin area and location. 
One week circuits out of stateside bases 
hit close to home Bermudian, Bahaman, 
West Indian, Mexican, and Canadian out­ 
posts; okay, if that’s where you want to go 
and much better than the two- or 3-day ex­ 
peditions to “no-where” or the Nassau -Free - 
port sea buses. But these routes are con­ 


sidered a bit prosaic by many experienced 
travelers. 
Add a few days or originate your holi­ 
day in San Juan, the French West Indies, 
or Curacao, and you’ll make it to the bot­ 
tom of the Antilles, northern South America, 
or some fetching I^atin American hideaways. 
Don’t, above all else, buy a three month, 
around the^world voyage until you’ve sampled 
two or three shorter — much shorter — 
itineraries. 
Some few people just don't enjoy life 
afloat, hard as that is to believe. Don t for­ 
get the Ocean Traveler’s First Law: ships 
shrink at sea — sometimes alarmingly. We 
can remember once when half the company 
of 400 on a round-thc-worlder jumped ship 
in Buenos Aires and flew home rather than 
spend another IO days sailing to New York. 
If you had only a single standard to judge 
various brigantines by, it would have to be 
whether one or two sittings prevail in the 
dining department. Most extended routings 
offer single-shift munching — short hauls 
just the opposite. We suggest it’s close to im­ 
possible to meet a strict time schedule for 
meals, or risk missing a course or two, and 
still feel IOO per cent pampered. 
Your decision here also bears on the actual 
victuals. W’e know of very few vessels that 
turn out the quality of food associated with 
prep schools or summer camps. However, 
galleys serving a single sitting invariably 
present more lavish menus, and provide a 
wider variety of offerings. 
Bear in mind, too, that the time factor on 
mini-cruises (one week and under) almost 
always guarantees quick shuffle stops just 
long enough for a fairly fast spin around 
city hall. IjB Chadelle outside Cap Haitien 
and some of the Greek islands are note­ 
worthy exceptions. 
But very few quick trips really afford op 
portunity to visit national shrines, or the 
leisure to better understand and appreciate 
the people of a country', the frequently lovely 
countryside, and stimulating smaller popu 
lation centers. 
So what is the verdict? For us, for sheer 
grand and glorious traveling, nothing beats 
a three-week sojourn at sea, being coddled 
and cuddled by experienced, deft service 
personnel, fed by inspired chefs, amused by 
minstrels kings couldn’t buy — well, that’s 
the dream. Maybe it will come true once 
again.

Tired of telephones, television and traffic? 
W ell, you could seek refuse in a cave. Or 
you could take a cruise. 
Last year, in fact, more than one million 
Americans responded to the call of the sea 
and sailed off on one of the more than seventy 
cruise ships competing for the North Am eri­ 
can trade and set a record. 
Even confirmed landlubbers would have to 
agree there are few better ways of escaping 
from the daily rat race than a leisurely 
voyage aboard a cruise ship with all the 
amenities of home and more. 
And each year U.S. and foreign-flag ship 
ping companies offer hundreds of cruises 
and itineraries for vacationists seeking re­ 
laxation, as well as those in search of fun 
in the sun and the adventure of visiting 
exotic faraw ay places with strange sound­ 
ing names. 
Listings range from one port three-dav 
cruises from a low of about $154 to three- 
month voyages with two dozen ports for up 
to $160,000. 
Itineraries from East, West, Gulf and 
Caribbean ports include the West Indies and 
the Mediterranean, Berm uda and the B a ­ 
hamas, Mexico and Alaska, South Am erica 
and A frica, the Middle East and the F a r 
East, the South Pacific and Haw aii, among 
others. 
This year five ships w ill take cruise pas­ 
sengers from the United States to China 
and offer a choice of Canton, Kweilin. Pek ­ 
ing and Shanghai for tours ranging from 
three to eight days. 
The Sagafjord departing Port Everglades, 
F la ., Ja n . 7 (from $7,700 to $15,300* and the 
Kungsholm sailing from New' York Ja n 21 
(from $8,360 to $15,730) w ill sail up the Pearl 
R ive r to Whampoa, the port for Canton, for 
three-day visits. 
Docking in llong Kong w ill be the Queen 
Elizabeth 2 which leaves New York Jan . 16. 
The following day, Jan . 17, the Rotterdam 
departs also from New York ($18,105 to 
$23,865) w ith a call at Hong Kong. 
The Royal Viking Sea, sailing from Ix>s 
Angeles on Feb. 8 ($8,400 to $19,320* will 
make a three-day call at Shanghai, which 
has been closed to non-communist ship­ 
ping for years. 
F o r those with less time and money, there 
are a wide range of shorter and more moder­ 
ately priced sailings to choose from. 
During the current fall-winter season six 
popular ships offer Caribbean cruises from 
New York, ranging from seven to 19 days. 
They include the Oceanic, Doric, Statendam, 
Kungsholm, Rotterdam and QE2. 
Seven cruise ships w ill operate regularly 
from Port Everglades, including the Vistaf- 
jord on 14 to 17-day multiport sailings and 
the Leonardo da Vinci three- and four-day 
cruises to Nassau. 
A total of sixteen ships w ill be based in 
M iam i, offering cruises ranging up to 14 days 
and more, including three- and four-day 
sailings by the Sunward II to the Baham a 
Out Islands. 
Three ships w ill sail out of New Orleans, 
including the Soviet flagships Odessa and 
Kazakhstan on one-week to 14-day cruises of 
the Caribbean. The Stella Solaris w ill offer 
7-day to 16-day cruises out of Galveston. 
Passengers departing from San Juan, 
Puerto Rico, w ill have a choice of ten ships 
offering a variety of itineraries, including 
14-day trans Panam a Canal cruises from I>os 
Angeles by the Island Princess. Cruise ships 
also w ill sail from other Caribbean islands 
and from Acapulco, Mexico. 
About a dozen cruise ships w ill operate 
out of Los Angeles and San Francisco on 


voyages to Mexico and the West Indies, 
South America, Hawaii and the South Pacific, 
ranging from three to 68 days. 
Gaining in popularity are air-sea packages 
— with passengers flying to and from the 
port of embarkation and disembarkation. 
Some shipping companies subsidize all or 
part of the air fare and also provide trans­ 
fers between the airport and pier. 
There are some advantages in vacation­ 
ing by ship. You don’t have to wonder about 
where to eat and sleep. The ship is your 
mobile home. And you have a pretty good 
idea of what a vacation at sea w ill cost, 
even before you board your ship. The rate 
you pay for your stateroom includes not 
only accommodations but meals, entertain­ 
ment and transportation at sea. Not included 
are personal expenses such as bar bills, 
laundry, shopping, tipping, etc. Shore ex­ 
cursions also are extra unless specifically 
included in the contract. 
The bottom line in selecting a cruise is how 
much time and money you can spend Other 
factors could include the nationality of the 
ship and crew and the type of cuisine. Some 
cruise vacationists prefer southern European 
and Latin crews. Italians and Greeks, for 
instance, are considered outgoing and fun- 
loving. Northern European and Asians are 
rated more reserved and more efficient. 
Prices generally are lowest just before 
Christmas, late spring and early summer. 
Cruises during Christmas, New Year and 
Easter are the most expensive. Seasonal 
variations between the lowest and highest 
rates can range from 35 to 50 per cent. 
Outside staterooms on the upper decks are 
usually the most luxurious — and the high­ 
est priced. Generally, the lower the deck, the 
lower the price. Incidentally, the few’ m ini­ 
mum-priced rooms are the first to be booked 
by veteran cruise vacationists. 
At any rate, ask to see the deck plans be­ 
fore deciding. Staterooms and cabins am id­ 
ships and on the lower decks usually have 
less motion, but most cruise ships are equipped 
with stabilizers for rough seas. Make sure, 
however, that your room is not too close to 
the nightclub or the engine room where 
noise could be a problem. 
At night, there usually is dancing and en­ 
tertainment —- the bigger the ship, the better 
the entertainment, usually. There also are 
special events, such as masquerades, crew’ 
talent shows and the Captain's cocktail 
parties and dinners. Sometimes there are 
bingo games and horse races and some ships 
have slot machines or gaming rooms with 
blackjack and roulette games.

For your next vacation 
try a Caribbean cruise

Each Caribbean island has its own style, 
its own special delight. If choosing one for 
your next vacation seems impossible, there's 
a way to postpone the decision and at the 
same time scout out a location for a sub­ 
sequent trip : Take a cruise. 
A recent seven-day voyage on the S/S 
Monarch Sun took me to four Caribbean 
ports. Two of these, San Juan and St. Thomas, 
are popular tourist playgrounds. Contrast­ 
ing with them w ere lesser known Cap Haitien 
on the northern side of Haiti, and quiet Puerto 
Plata in the north of the Dominican Republic. 
Its 617 feet (weight 23,500 tons) gives the 
Monarch Sun plenty of room for 650 pas­ 
sengers in its nine decks. It boasts a swim­ 
ming pool, a theater, shops, tastefully fur­ 
nished lounges, plus lots of open space. Meals 
offer considerable variety, and the nightly 
midnight buffet is a delicious extravagance. 
You can board the Sun in Miami any Sun­ 
day afternoon all year long. Monday morn­ 
ing you wake to a sea without end. Deck 
chairs, strategically placed in private nooks 
and crannies as high as 170 feet above the 
waves, let you be all alone with the ocean 
and sky, if you wish. 
A myriad of activities is available: Ex ­ 
ercise classes and bridge lessons, ping-pong 
tournaments and SC RA BBLE contests are 
just a few. A musical group plays almost all 
day. At night there is dancing in several 
lounges, as well as floor shows. Parties 
abound, the highlight of the voyage being 
the one given by the ship’s captain. At all 
times, a social staff of five is ready to en­ 
tertain you, answer questions, introduce you 
to w homever you wish to meet. 
An interesting talk by shore excursions 
manager, David Aiken, familiarizes you with 
all ports of call ahead of time. You can join 
David’s thoughtfully planned tours on each 
island. He w ill also give you good advice if 
you want to explore on your own. 
The Sun enters her first port, Cap Haitien, 
Tuesday morning. Le Cap is Haiti’s mast his­ 
toric town. It was the domain of “ mad em­ 
peror’’ Henri Christophe, who ruled the is­ 
land from 1806 until 1820, when he shot him­ 
self, reputedly with a solid gold bullet he 
fashioned for that purpose. 
The verdant mountains are topped with 
ruins of huge fortresses and castles Henri 
Christophe built. La Citadels, dubbed “ the 
Colossus of the Caribbean,” can be reached 
only on horseback. An early morning de­ 
parture is necessary. Closer to port is Henri’s 
20-acre Sans Souci palace, w here you walk 
through huge roofless chambers under skele­ 
tal arches of stone. Once decorated in velvet 
and gold, they are now' adorned with delicate 
trumpet vines where colorful birds nest. 
The sound of Spanish is in the air as you 
dock in Old San Juan on Wednesday. Cob­ 
blestone streets, lined with restored colonial 
houses, lead to Puerto Rico’s pride, 16th- 
century E l Morro Castle, 150 feet above the 
sea. 
The beach area, a short drive away, of­ 
fers high-rise hotels with luxurious accom­ 
modations. Lavish floor shows are nightly 
features. You can sample them, since your 
ship stays in port until 2 a m. 
On Thursday you enter the horseshoe- 
shaped harbor of St. Thomas in the U.S. 
Virgin Islands, just as the waters turns pink. 
a dazzling mirror for a rising sun. It is a 
sight worth getting up for. 
The quaint town of Charlotte Amalie is 
filled with duty-free shops, but leave your­ 
self enough time for a drive over the moun­ 
tains. In 15 minutes you’ll reach Magen’s 
Bay Point. It commands a magnificent view 
of the sea and mountains. 
A pastoral scene greets you on friday on 
the shores of the Dominican Republic, where 
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high mountains are a backdrop for cattle 
grazing in green pastures. You can walk for 
miles on deserted, windswept beaches. Here 
and there the lively waters form calm bays. 
You’ll find little restaurants and picnic grounds. 
The friendly Spanish-speaking natives all 
know some English, and delight in helping 
visitors. “ Come back again,” they will say 
to you, as they lead you to the docks to wave 
your ship good-bye. 
Actually, after all this splendor, it may be 
harder than ever to decide which island ap­ 
peals to you most for your next vacation. 
In fact, you may just decide to take another 
cruise.

Don’t be a ‘no show’ 


With all-time records expected in air 
travel during the upcoming holiday season, 
airlines are concerned about “ no-shows.” 


. A “ no-show” is someone who makes a 
reservation on a particular flight, does not 
show up for the Right, and does not notify 
the airline of his or her change of plans. 
The problem is especially severe during holi­ 
day peak travel periods. Thousands of people 
each day make reservations and then do not 
show up to occupy confirmed space. People 
don’t realize that unless they cancel unused 
reservations, they could be depriving some­ 
one else of a seat. 


The airline industry long has had problems 
with passengers who do not show up for their 
flight because they have either changed their 
plans, or have made multiple bookings on 
various Rights because they are uncertain 
of their time of departure. 


Airlines do not know until the flight is 
ready to depart that the “ no-show” pas­ 
senger will fail to occupy a seat. By that 
time it is often too late to re-sell the seat 
to someone else. The airline loses revenue, 
and someone who might have been told 
earlier that the Right was full is deprived 
of making the trip. 


Multiple bookings during holiday periods 
can reach extreme proportions on some 
routes. Airlines sometimes experience up to 
forty to fifty empty seats or no-shows on 
Rights that were booked solid several days 
before departure.

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The fate of the last U.S. 
cruise line now in jeopardy; 
by Peter Tonge 
Unless something is done, and soon, the 
last of the U.S. flag passenger liners will be 
taken out of service within a few months, 
leaving the cruise routes of the world to the 
British, Dutch, Norwegian, and other mari­ 
time nations. 
The ships in question are the SS Mariposa 
and the SS Monterey, direct descendants of 
the once proud line of “white ships” that 
sailed from California to Hawaii and on 
through the South Seas to Australia and New 
Zealand. 
Both belong to the San Francisco-based 
Pacific Far East Line and are considered 
by those who have sailed in them to match 
the best in the cruise-ship industry. But 
both have to be subsidized to stay com­ 
petitive, and nothing short of an act of 
Congress will extend the subsidies, which 
automatically cease early next year. 
The Merchant Marine Act of 1936, under 
which government subsidies can be paid to 
keep a vessel operating, specifies that the 
economic life of a vessel is 25 years. That 
statutory life ends for the Mariposa with 
the ship’s return from its South Seas cruise 
departing Dec. 7; for the Monterey the end 
comes when it returns from its four-island 
Hawaii cruise, departing March 20 next year. 
But both ships have been operating pas­ 
senger liners for only 20 years, and the 
Pacific Far East Line hopes that Congress 
might amend the act so that the statutory 
economic life concludes with 25 years of pas­ 
senger service. Many concerned cruise lovers 
are writing their representatives, urging 
them to support a five-year extension of the 
subsidy. 


Many ships in the cruise business today 
are converted passenger liners that are a 
good deal older than the Mariposa and Mon­ 
terey. Moreover, extensive renovations in 
recent years have placed the two ships on a 
par with any for comfort and service. Says 
Gerald L. Studley of Connecticut, a former 
marine engineer and a veteran of many 
cruise vacations; “They equal the Royal 
Viking Line, ships which in my estimation 
are the Cadillacs of the business.” 
The Pacific Shipper, news magazine of 
the maritime industry, calculates that re­ 
moving the two U.S. vessels from service 
w'ould eliminate 1,000 jobs and remove an 
annual $20 million payroll from the economy. 
Some $1.6 million in foreign commerce w ould 
also be lost, and the $20 million in passenger 
fares would go to lines of other nationalities. 
On the other hand government subsidies to 
keep the two ships competitive run to $17.5 
million a year. 
But more than just economic losses would 
occur from the withdrawal of the two ships. 
There is a value to U.S. prestige every 
time a ship of quality show's up in a foreign 
port. Says Rep. John M. Murphy (D) of New 
York, chairman of the Committee on Mer­ 
chant Marine and Fisheries, concerned over 
the “demise” of the U.S.-flag passenger 
fleet: “The Russians currently have fifty-one 
passenger vessels operating in all parts of 
the world. In addition to maintaining the 
capability for troop movement with these 
ships in time of emergency, they are also 
taking our travel dollars and parading their 
flag everywhere.”

Here are a few suggestions for the 
traveler on his first luxury cruise 


Here are some helpful tips for Americans 
considering taking a cruise for the first 
time: 
• Tip dining and cabin stewards or ste­ 
wardesses $1.50 per day per person — a lit­ 
tle more on the shorter cruises and a little 
less on the longer — and about half of that to 
the busboy. Figure about $5 a week for the 
maitre d’ if he is extra helpful, and $3 for 
the wine steward and the deck steward for 
their services. Tip bar men and drink waiters 
as you would at home, betw’een 15 and 25 
per cent of the tab. And don’t pay any at­ 
tention to the “no tipping” signs at the New' 
York shipping terminal — tip longshoremen 
at least 50 cents per bag. Incidentally, Hol­ 
land America abolished tipping on its cruise 
ships several years ago and includes a serv­ 
ice charge in the rate, but passengers are 
known to still tip. 
• Board the ship as early as possible, find 
the maitre d’ and select your table and sit­ 
ting in the dining room. On larger ships, 
there usually are tw'o sittings for lunch and 


dinner — breakfast is “open,” meaning you 
can sit anywhere, and on some ships will be 
served in the stateroom. 
If you are a member of the early-to-rise, 
early-to-bed set, take the first sitting. The 
second sitting generally is about 90 minutes 
later and usually preferred by the “happy 
hour” and night owls in the crowd. There 
usually are separate entertainment, shows, 
movies, etc., for the early and late groups. 
After you get squared away in the dining 
room, look for the chief deck steward and 
choose the location of your deck chair. Some 
companies charge for the chairs, other do 
not. 
• If you are planning to give yourself a 
bon voyage party, don’t forget to bring along 
the champagne and other libations. Under 
U.S. law bars must remain closed and sales 
of whiskey, etc., are forbidden until the 
ship is outside U.S. territorial waters. Your 
steward w ill provide glasses, ice, setups and 
canapes if the company has been notified 
in advance.

Juddie 
show biz 


Being the spokeskid for a 
national advertiser or the 
pint-sized star of a television 
series has thrust many a 
youngster into the spotlight.

His cheeks puff into a smile, his eyes 
widen with excitement and in a roller­ 
coaster inflection he declares, “You ought 
to have a Hubert doll!' ’ 
Cute kids can sell anything and when 
nine-year-old Gary Coleman opens his mouth, 
adults automatically feel the urge to squeeze 
him tight and gush forth with an, “Oh. 
isn’t he just darling.” An irresistable moppet 
like that simply has the world wrapped 
around his finger. 
Gary, who is astonishingly articulate, is 
one of hundreds of children in the Chicago 
area and among thousands nationwide who 
are part of a current kiddie boom in advertis­ 
ing and theatrical performances. 
It goes from “Annie” on Broadway to 
Mi key at the breakfast table deciding in 
favor of Life cereal on a television com­ 
mercial. 
They warm the heart in a rash of new 
family television serials this season and sell 
everything from bank services to toothpaste 
to captured audiences who just can't resist 
the bubbly giggling of a child. 
There is big money and notoriety in model­ 
ing, advertising, television series, stage 
and film roles for children. 
The demands of kiddie show biz mean 
youngsters have to juggle school, family 
and friends along with a work schedule 
that is often more frustrating and trying than 
it is glamorous. 
But the trials and tribulations of the busi­ 
ness aside, nothing can be more rewarding 
or gratifying for an outgoing, expressive 
youngster who loves to entertain and 
charm, or for the parents who cherish every 
chance to be proud, or for advertisers and 
program producers who are anxious for new 
ways to secure an audience. 
It’s fun and games most of the time, and 


a business like any other all of the time. 
The biggest price Gary Coleman must pay 
for fame and fortune at the ripe old age of 
nine is being recognized in public places 
and asked to say that wonderfully expressive 
line from the Harris Bank commercial over 
and over and over again. 
“I’m so used to that. That’s why I say 
that line so perfect,” Gary says with an 
accenting nod of his little head, waving a 
plastic cup (rf milk through the air in one 
hand and grasping a partially eaten cookie 
in the other. 
Chicago’s latest phenomenon is fidgety 
when he talks, shifting his small body from 
one side of the chair to the other, rubbing 
his hands on his knees and staring upwards 
in thought only to burst open with the kind 
of conversation that involves all of him. 
The printed word can barely do this little 
fellow justice. 
There arc times when Gary and his parents 
are visiting his agent downtown, or he is 
fulfilling his role as spokeskid for the Harris 
Bank at a Loop function when grown-ups 
will spot him, figure out who he is and 
badger him with questions. 
“I don’t mind it, but I have to talk for 
hours just to keep these people entertained. 
Gary sighed. “It’s a lot of w ork .” 
Gary is really in love with his work, even 
though he enthusiastically waits for the 
right moment to dramatically proclaim, 
“ It’s a nightmare. I have work to do and 
after school I come home tired and weary, 
dropping and falling flat on my back,” he 
says, shaking his head from side to side in 
rhythm with every new word. Then, Gary 
cracks up in one of those rolling giggles 
when his father interjects with, “I thought 
you liked to work?” 
“Not this one time when we were making 
that Winnie the Pooh commercial outside in 
the rain.” Gary fires back in a more serious 


tone. “It was wet. It was blah. It was 
sloppy and muggy. That s one time I won t 
forget,’’ he says, resorting again to dramatics. 
Ah, the challenge of working on a rainy 
day! But, it seems as though it would take 
more than that to get Gary Coleman down. 
He is truly a child in love with life, people 
and his work. 
It was his tenacity that got him where 
he is today, among the 500, of an estimated 
1,500 children registered with . Chicago 
modeling agencies, who work regularly. It 
is his parents, Willie and Sue Coleman, 
however, who keep him humble. 


His father, an inspector of incoming goods 
for Abbott Laboratories in North Chicago 
and his mother, a former nurse, work hard 
to maintain a normal home life for their 
only son in his native Zion. 


He attends a public elementary school 
in Zion and spends some of the money he 
makes developing an elaborate set of trains 
in the basement of their family home. The 
majority of the money Gary makes from 
modeling and acting is placed by his parents 
into a special bank account for his future 
education. 


“I just love trains, even more than acting. 
I have two HO trains that are medium size, 
one battery, one wood, a miniature, motor 
shops, a gas station, and then I got . . . 
flee, I could go on forever like this,” says 
Gary, snapping his fingers in a whole new' 
burst of energy — the kind that often makes 
his parents weary. 


Gary is the exception rather than the rule 
when it comes to kid biz. 


He got things rolling on his own. “I just 
wrote a letter to Montgomery Ward’s when 
I was five or so telling them that I’d like 
to be in their fashion shows which had all 
girls in them. The only men they had were 
grown-ups with lots of muscles who dressed 


fine. I just wanted to do it,” Gary explained. 
“Well, one thing led to another,” as Gary 
would say. Ward’s recommended to Gary’s 
parents that they get him an agent. In the 
four years since then, he’s done countless 
commercials for sponsors like Betty Crocker, 
Hallmark, McDonald’s, Bisquick, Cracker 
Jack, Sears and Kellogg’s. “I’ve done so 
many things, I just lost track of them all,” 
said the man of the world. 
Gary’s mother recently took him to Los 
Angeles to tape a General Foods commercial 
when Gary was spotted by Norman Lear 
talent scouts. It was suggested that he test 
for a few’ of Lear’s newly developed comedy 
projects while on the West Coast. 
* 


"We were in the process of doing that 
when Norman Lear walked into the office. 
Gary recognized him right away and in­ 
sisted that he be allowed to follow him to 
take a picture of him,” Mrs. Coleman said. 


Well, by the time Gary had cornered 
Lear in his own office and filled his head 
with all that wonderful carrying-on, Lear 
and Gary had exchanged photographs and 
Lear had signed his new young companion 
to come back to Hollywood for some regular 
work. 


“He probably figured that any child who 
had enough nerve to just walk right in on 
Norman Lear was really something else,” 
She said. 
Gary is the only child in an all-children 
cast, who is not from Los Angeles or New 
York, to appear in one of Lear’s new pilot 
shows, a remake of the “Little Rascals.” 
If the show can be syndicated and do well 
in the ratings, Gary will have a regular 
West Coast job for a while. 


Because he’s his ow n best press agent and 
because he can talk his way into just about 
anything he really wants, Gary Coleman is 
a one of a kind child thespian. 
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Even more stunning is the fact that Gary, 
who is small for his age, was born with a 
defective bladder which resulted in a kidney 
transplant at the age of five and that has 
required special exercises and regular 
check-ups ever since. 


But, Gary has always been an expressive, 
bright child who was talking at eight months 
and reading by the age of three and a half. 


“ My wife and I feel the good Lord took 
something from him, but he gave him some­ 
thing special in return. He just wants to 
make others enjoy. From the time he was 
bom, his eyes have always been just so 
crystal clear and wide open — wondering 
and laughing and talking," said Gary’s 
father. 


“ Gary has never been the kind of child 
you couid talk down to. He’s always been 
inquisitive and never been satisfied with the 
answer you give him. He always gives his 
own opinion and wants people to know how 
he feels. And we’ve always encouraged that,” 
said mom. 


Gary' and countless other successful child 
stars have that wholesome, all American. 
Huckleberry Finn type quality of a real 
life kid that agents, advertisers and tele­ 
vision programmers are after these days. 


In the fifties, you could barely bet on 
anyone allowing a mere child to be the 
spokesman for their product. Then in the 
sixties, advertisers were suddenly after the 
ethnic or the strange looking kids like Mason 
Reese, who resembled an old man at the 
age of IO and started out selling Dunkin’ 
Donut Munehkins and has since graduated 
to various television roles. 


The idea of using kids as irresistible

persuaders began back in 1906 when ad 
agency artist Burr E. Griffin decided to 
sketch a youngster yawning with a tire in 
one hand and a lighted candle in the other 
to personify the slogan ‘Tim e to Re-Tire” — 
a case of innocence representing the infant 
auto industry. 


Children back then were immortalized on 
soap boxes and bread wrappers, a pure 
pre Raphaelite vision that was a far cry 
from Norman Rockwell’s classic pig tailed, 
freckle-faced child who became the staple of 
child representation some forty years later. 


Those were the days when actress Carol 
Lynley got her start as a successful child 
model doing commercials for mushroom 
soup and brassieres. 
, 


In the sixties when kids who were real 
characters, hams and ethnic symbols made 
the grade. Those were the days of three- 
year-old Rodney Allen Rippy eating Jack- 
in-the-Box jumboburgers and sending the 
sales of the firm’s fast food soaring while 
he grossed some $200,000 in annual income 
for himself. . 


Today, advertisers and programers are 
interested in the Every Kid. The winners 
in this decade are youngsters like Robbie 
Kist, who looks like a miniature John Denver 
with golden locks and round wire rim glasses. 
Robbie has made it big in McDonald’s and 
American Dairy commercials along with a 
starring role on the old “Lucas Tanner” 
series. 


They are kids like Adam Rich, another 
blonde tyke, who plays, Nicholas, the young­ 
est of eight children on ABC’s new series, 
“Eight is Enough," and who had more than 
thirty commercials and four other television 
shows to his credit at the age of nine. 


Like other of his acting colleagues, Adam 
enjoys his work, is well adjusted enough to 
cope with the responsibility, memorizes and 
interprets his scripted lines easily and is 
able to put the world of bright lights be­ 
hind him when he gets home from a long, 
hard day at the studio. . 


All child models and actors are limited to 
a certain number of working hours each 


day, are required to have a guardian with 
them at all times while working and are 
required to have a certain amount of edu­ 
cational instruction daily by either private 
tutors or in a classroom. 


The thousands of children listed with 
photographs in The Players' Guide, a thick 
directory of actors and actresses used by 
casting directors, are well protected by the 
Screen Actors Guild and their agents. 


There are a limited number of agents in 
the country who are considered to be 
specialists in child talent and each of them 
seems to conduct their business based on 
the same principles and prospects. 


The first rule is that you never force a 
child or his parents into anything. But a 
talented youngster who is ready and willing 
to give 150 per cent has a bright and happy- 
future with a good agent who looks out for 
his or her best interest. 


Monica Stuart of New York was recently 
quoted as saying she relies on the tremen­ 
dous amount of mail she receives from 
interested parents as her first source for 
new talent. 


She, like most agents, is mainly on the 
lookout for children who are small for their 
age, whose parents can take them to as 
many interviews and auditions as is necessary-, 
who have stamina, personality and intelli­ 
gence. Being beautiful isn’t the most impor­ 
tant thing, these days. It’s a plus but not a 
necessity. 


Once an agent has discovered a budding 
young face, they aren't likely to lose it. 
Dorothy Day Otis, one of Hollywood’s major 
children’s agents, currently has a roster of 
moppets that are some of the most con­ 
vincing young salesmen and intense young 
actors around. 


• 
They include seven-year-old Natasha Ryan, 
a dark haired, dark-eyed beauty who por­ 
trayed the young Sybil in the recent tele­ 
vision production of “Sybil," the little girl 
named Hope in the daytime serial “Days 
of Our Lives’* and the abused child in the 
recent television drama “Mary Jane Harper 
Cried Last Night." 


Another Dorothy Day Otis star is nine- 
year-old Quinn Cummings who has starred 
in a host of feature films and television 
shows including “Family," who will appear 
in a future Mary Tyler Moore television 
special and who is featured in this month’s 
issue of “Seventeen Magazine." 


Child models and actors on either of the 
two elite entertainment coasts have a better 
chance of graduating from print and tele­ 
vision commercials to regular television 
series and feature films work than do the 
show biz kids of the Midwest. But, as in 
Gary Coleman’s case, there is always a 
possibility for bigger and better things. 


Shirley Hamilton, president of her own 
Chicago-based agency which specializes in 
child models and actors, says the most 
active years for child stars are between the 
ages of three and sixteen. The best years 
for working, because of the demand for 
youngsters who think older but look younger, 
is between the ages of six and ten. 


She has discovered her “stars" in many 
different ways. For Betsy Randle Miller, 
it was a m atter of Ms. Hamilton seeing 
her in a fourth grade school play and realiz­ 
ing the girl’s potential. “I was just mes­ 
merized by her and asked the parents to 
send me some snap shots of her," Ms 
Hamilton said. 


In the case of Jennifer Ann Ursitti, it was 
“love” at first sight. 


“ I had brought my older daughter into 
Ms. Hamilton’s office to see whether or not 
there was summer modeling work available 
for her while she was home from school 
during vacation. The people in the office 
thought I had brought Jennifer Ann in for 
an audition. She was only along with us," 
explained Jennifer Ann’s mother. 


Adam Rich o f ‘Eight Is Enough’ is an 
old pro at the tender age of nine. 


“Shirley just fell in love with her and 
felt that she had a lot of potential and 
signed her exclusively. I feel that it was 
just being in the right place at the right 
time, since I never had given any thought 
to this kind of thing," Mrs. Ursitti said. 


Mrs. Ursitti, like other show- biz moms, 
doesn’t think of her daughter, the younger 
of six, as a Shirley Temple type, “althoug 
she does have a cute personality,” she au 
mits. “She has a cute way about her."

Because she’s cute and because the tim­ 
ing was right, Jennifer Ann is off to a run­ 
ning start in a world where kids reign supreme 
She has just started kindergarten, takes 
creative drama workshop classes every 
Saturday morning, is starring as Tinkerbell 
in a local production of “Peter Pan" and is 
working in advertisements between times. 


Jennifer’s work in fashion shows for the 
locally produced and syndicated “Phil 
Donahue" show, in television commercials 
for McDonald s Children’s Memorial Hospital 
and Sears, and in catalog spots has afforded 
both her parents a lesson about the world 
of kiddie show business from behind the 
scenes. 


Nearly every stage parent will admit to 
having encountered at least one instance 
where they watched as other parents be­ 
came obsessed with the flashy marketing 
and competition of their kids. 


Most parents admit to being a little hesi­ 
tant about bringing their children into a 
experiences along the *«ay, and that they 
would rather have them give up the work 
than become caught up in a vicious, race 
for jobs and money. 


“Anytime it ever got close to pushing and 
shoving, I took my child and just went home. 
I don’t want to get involved in some of these 
cattle calls that take place, where hundreds 
of children are asked to wait all day in one 
room, without proper attention or food, to 
wait their turn for an interview,” one mother 
said. 


“ There have been times when the people 
auditioning have been rude and when some 
of the parents have seemed cold and com­ 
petitive. I’ve seen a lot of that and I back 
off from it,” she said. “But, most of the 
time, the people involved in this business 
genuinely understand and care about the 
children.” 


Most parents admist to being a little 
hesitant about bringing their children tino a 
demanding work schedule at such an early 
age, but they say they are reassured by 
the cool nonchalance that most kids have 
towards the whole business. Most kids are 
not crushed if they don’t land a part in a 
series or the advertising job they auditioned 
for. Most of them take success as lightly 
as they do failure 


Of course, there is big money at stake in 
this line of work where children manage to 
dodge the super egos that most show business 
adults have. 


Children under thirteen make an average 
$35 an hour for printed advertising in 
newspapers and catalogs, $218 per shooting 
session for television commercials (the same 


as adults) and an average $81 per taping 
session for radio commercials. 


A popular dynamo like Gary Coleman 
could make several thousand dollars from 
his commercials for the Harris Bank alone. 


The stakes are high and the odds are 
even higher when you consider that maybe 
only five or six of every 120 children some 
agencies see every month will ever work 
actively. 


The successful child star typically has 
lively personality, is well read and sophis­ 
ticated, can interpret someone else’s w ords 
to get a message across and has lots of 
character and energy. Not even beauty can 
outmatch charisma, agents agree. 


Anonymity is usually easy enough to main­ 
tain while working, except when a child’s 
schoolmates know and sometimes envy his 
or her work on television. 


“Sometimes you go to school and the kids 
are jealous of you. Some say they notice 
me on television and others say I’m a 
sissy,” said Derek Wells who plays E J. 
on the CBS show “The Fitzpatricks.” 


The road to television work has been a 
little easier for Derek than for most children 
since his father, Chuck W ells, is a long time 
character actor. 


“But, I don’t think it’s really been hard 
to keep friends because of what I do," 
Derek said. “In fact, I ve made a lot of new 
friends. Me and the other kids on the show 
eat and study while we wait for our turn 
to W'ork. I’ve become good friends with 
them.” 


Like ten year-old Derek, K C Martel, nine, 
has a regular starring role in NBC’s new' 
family show “Mulligan Stew.” Both young­ 
sters feel they are given sufficient lines and 
opportunities to exercise their dramatic 
abilities on camera. 


“Ifs a very exciting thing.” says K C. 
who’s been in the business less than two 
years. “And if I doh’t have the chance to 
do it any more after this, at least I had 
the chance now.” 


K C. still is expected to carry out all his 
chores at home despite his new station in 
life — the garbage has to go out, the bed 
linens have to be changed 


“You don’t raise a child to be a movie 
star any more than you plan all the time 
he’s an infant to make him one. It just hap 
pens,” said K.C.’s mom. “Some “kids do 
crack under the pressure because it is a 
rough business. But, most of them work as 
hard as they can, take it in their stride, 
look at it as a positive experience and as 
something that was nice to be a part of.” 


Derek says he’d be a bus driver, Gary is 
sure he’d be a train conductor or an 
architect and Adam would like to be an 


athlete if one day they outgrow their child­ 
hood charm and fade into oblivion. 
Parents, agents and children are all well 
aware that in most cases, child stardom is 
short lived. 
“I like to act because I feel I’m making 
other people happy. I like to work with my 
mom, she helps me learn my lines and does 
all that motherly stuff,” said Adam 
“ Ifs not work because I enjoy it,” he 
said. 


And the only thing the kids ask for in 
return seems to be a simple acceptance as 
individuals and a chance to grow up just 
like other children and still carry on their 
trade. 


“When I see myself on TV, ifs like I’m 
looking in the mirror. That’s just me up 
there,’ Gary said. “That s all people see. 
“I don’t wrant people making a fuss over 
me like I’m a picture or a statue in a 
museum or something. I just want people 
to accept me as me.” §

Books for pre-schoolers and early 
readers m ust be special.

FOX EYES by Margaret Wise Brown 'Pan­ 
theon, $5.95). 
If you read the books of Margaret Wise 
Brown in your childhood you will surely 
want to acquaint your children with her 
gentle, vivid stories. Pantheon has re-issued 
the late author’s “Fox Eyes” coupling her 
classic prose with the soft, color-washed 
drawings of Garth Williams. 
“Fox Eyes” can be read in one bedtime 
story sitting and it is sure to become a fav­ 
orite of the listener. It is the story of a clever 
little fox who spies on the small forest crea­ 
tures, making them nervous that this crafty 
animal has found them in their hiding places. 
What happens when the day’s spying is done 
and dark night falls on the forest? Miss 
Brown added a surprise ending that will de­ 
light the story teller as much as the audience. 


SOMETHING QUEER AT THE LIBRARY 
by’ Elizabeth Levy (Delacorte, $5.96, ages 6-9). 
Choose “Something Queer at the Library” 
for a child capable of reading this funny, 
funny story about two young girls intent on 
solving the mystery-of-the-cut-up-library- 
books. Another in Elizabeth Levy’s “Some­ 
thing Queer” series, this book will keep 
young Sherlocks giggling from beginning to 
end. Mordicai Gerstein deserves equal credit 
for the success of this marvelous book 
His cartoon-like drawings are priceless. If 
we were rating, this book would pull four 
stars. 


NOEL THE COWARD by Robert Kraus 
(Windmill Books, $7 95, ages 3-7). 
You can’t help falling in love with the 
kangaroo-like creatures in “Noel The Co 
ward.” Little yellow Noel and his autumn- 
orange father are cowards through and 
through. Others pick on them, call them 
names and tease them because they are so 
vulnerable. Father and son decide it’s time 
to learn to defend themselves and after at­ 
tending Charlie’s School of Self Defense 
discover how to shed their old image. Vivid 
illustrations by Jose Aruego and Ariane 
Dewey will make this a favorite with small 
children. 


IF I WERE A HORSE by Elizabeth Bridg­ 
man (Dodd, Mead, $5.95, ages 3-6). 
Jenny daydreams about being a horse 
and comes to the realization that, although 
it might be adventurous for a while, it is far 
better to be Jenny. Elizabeth Bridgman lets 
Jenny’s fantasies fly in “If I Were A Horse,” 
which she also illustrated in charming, 
simple drawings. Jenny thinks of what it 
would be like to go to school as a horse, go 
to a birthday party as a horse and even 
visit Grandmother in her new form, prompt 
ing Grandmother to remark, “Jenny, my 
how you have grown.” A short, humorous 
tale for animal loving wee folk. 


A CHRISTMAS PANORAMA illuminated by 
Virginia Parsons < Doubleday, $5.95. ages 5 
to 8). 
The treasured Christmas carols, The 
Friendly Beasts and A Partridge in a Pear 
Tree, have been combined with brilliant il­ 
lustrations in “A Christmas Panorama.” The 
medieval artistry of Virginia Parsons is 
complimented by calligraphy by Sheila 
Waters making this an unusual and lovely 
holiday gift.. 


GOODBYE FUNNY DUMPY-LUMPY by 
Bernard Waber (Houghton Mifflin, $6.95). 
Bernard Waber has created a sensitive, 
thought-provoking book for young children 
with “Good-bye Funny’ Dumpy-Lumpy.” 
This is nothing new for the author, who has 
brought messages to young readers with 
such books as “But Names Will Never Hurt 
Me” and “Nobody Is Perfect.” In “Good­ 
bye” the messages are carried by a family 
of tum-of-the-century cats, a wise father, 
loving mother and three perfectly normal 
children. In each vignette the children are 
confronted with some of the same situations 
today’s children confront: sibling rivalry, 
indecision, wanting to be “like everybody.” 
With the help of their parents, the three 
survive life’s little problems and the reader 
benefits from their experiences. 


IT S SO NICE TO HAVE A WOLF AROUND 
THE HOUSE by Harry Allard (Double­ 
day, $5.95, ages 6-8). 
’ What’s this? A wolf posing as a German 
Shepherd in order to secure a job as a com­ 
panion to an old man and his even older 
pets? Could it be a modem day Little Red 
Riding Hood tale where the trusting old 
man and his feeble cat, dog and fish wind 
up in the nasty wolf’s stomach? Evanston 
native, author Harry Allard would never 
concoct such a morbid take-off. He’s into 
fantasy and “It’s So Nice To Have A Wolf 
Around The House” is one of the funniest 
fantasies on the market. Picture an ab­ 
solutely charming wolf, a former bank rob­ 
ber who is trying to go straight, winning 
the hearts and giving new meaning to the 


lives of a nousehold of old fogeys. The story 
Is delightful from beginning to end and James 
Marshall’s illustrations add to the pleasure. 


THORN ROSE OR THE SLEEPING BEAUTY 
by the Brothers Grimm (Bradbury, $6.95. 
ages 4-7). 
It is the beautiful illustrations by Errol 
I^eCain more than anything that will make 
you want to pick up a copy of the classic 
fairy tale “Thom Rose.” The Brothers Grimm 
story of a lovely young princess who pricks 
her finger on a spindle and falls into a deep 
sleep for a hundred years, has been left in 
tact by the publishers. And the magic of this 
fantasy comes to life with LeCain’s striking­ 
ly colorful art. 


THE BRAVEST BABYSITTER by Barbara 
Greenberg (Dial, $5 95, ages 4 8). 
Expect to hear great things about Barbara 
Greenberg. If her first book, “The Bravest 
Babysitter” is any indication of what’s to 
come this talented writer will be stealing 
rave reviews throughout her career. Lisa’s 
favorite babysitter is Heather. Heather 
“liked to read books aloud, and she laughed 
hard at the silly parts and made her voice 
spooky for the scary parts. She was good at 
drawing and she called Lisa *Lis.’ ” But this 
night’s babysitting venture was different. A 
raging thunderstorm scared Heather out 
of her wits and a sensitive, caring Lisa 
wound up sitting for her sitter. A lovely 
story all around with beautiful illustrations 
by Diane Paterson. 


CHRISTMAS HERE, THERE AND EVERY­ 
WHERE by Frank Jupo < Dodd, Mead, $5.50, 
ages 5-9). 
If there is a child on your list who is a 
storyteller — who is always the first to vol­ 
unteer for show and tell — “Christmas 
Here, There and Everywhere” is an ideal 
gift. Packed into each page of this slim 
volume are anecdotes, legends, customs and 
traditions of Christmas. You and your child 
will learn about the female equivalent of 
Santa Claus loved in Italy, how the customs 
or presents, decorated trees and special 
foods got started, why people of some lands 
hide their children’s presents in the cellar 


and others hide them in boots or under 
trees. Children’s author Frank Jupo, who il­ 
lustrated this book with humorous, simple 
drawings, writes in a flowing style and leaves 
young and old readers fascinated by his tid­ 
bits of Christmas lore. 


LONG AGO by Cvndy Szekeres (McGraw- 
Hill, $7.95, ages 5-7). 
Contrary to the opinion of some small 
fry, the old days wfere not when mom and 
dad danced the jitterbug with the original 
regulars on American Bandstand. People 
existed even before that and Cyndy Szekeres 
brings those bygone days to life in “Long 
Ago.” Substituting animals for people, 
Szekeres re-creates the era of the settlers, 
explaining how illnesses were treated with 
herbs and home remedies, what it truly 
means to cook “from scratch,” and how 
people survived without the luxury of elec­ 
tricity, gas, and indoor plumbing. Szekeres’ 
warm, colorful illustrations compliment an 
already fine book. 


SLIM GOODBODY: THE INSIDE STORY 
by John Burstein (McGraw-Hill, $4.95 soft- 
cover, ages 5-7). 
Don’t be turned away by the cover of "Slim 
(k>odbody.” This is not a sex education 
manual but rather a fascinating book about 
your body — “a garden of growing muscle, 
skin and bone you need plenty of love and 
care, good times, good food, fresh air to 
grow up healthy, strong and free and be the 
best that you can be.” John Burstein is Slim 
Goodbody, the smiling man in a body suit de­ 
signed to show off vital organs, muscles, 
bones and nerves. Flip through the book 
and you'll find simple, understandable ex­ 
planations on how the body operates. By the 
last page you’ll feel as though you just at­ 
tended a pep rally for the health squad for 
not only does “Slim Goodbody” explain how 
you work, he is a one man cheerleader for 
keeping healthy, eating the right foods, get­ 
ting enough sleep and exercising regularly. 
Three cheers for the body. 


\ FOREST CHRISTMAS by Mayling Mack 
Holm (Haper and Row, $5.95, ages 4-8). 
Of course animals have a Christmas. 
What child could doubt that the furry forest 
creatures, decked out in their finest, gather 
on Christmas Eve for a holiday party at 
the home of Mrs. Rabbit. And if they didn’t 
believe it before Mayling Mack Holm’s short 
but sweet story, “A Forest Christmas” will 
convince them. Holm’s finely detailed black 
and white illustrations will capture the fancy 
of the youngest child, who just may dream of 
rabbits with fiddles and mice eating Christ­ 
mas pudding rather than sugarplums this 
Christmas. 


LITTLE OTTER REMEMBERS by Ann 
Tompert (Crown, $6.95, ages5 8). 
Beginning readers will have little trouble 
with the three tales of little otter and his 
mother and they might just come away from 
these stories with a better understanding of 
themselves. Little Otter embodies many of 
the characteristics of his five to eight year 
old audience. He can be forgetful; tears fill 
his eyes when he is disappointed; it can be 
difficult for him to admit he is wrong and 
easy for him to think of himself first and

A potpourri of subjects from horseback riding to mysteries to circus life 


Topics run the gamut for children in 
their middle years. New books on the 
shelves for the Christmas season deal 
with troubled children and children in 
trouble, monsters and mad scientists, 
animals and athletics.

I BEEN THERE by Carol Hall (Double 
day, $5.95, ages6 8>. 
In “I Been There/’ author Carol Hall pre­ 
sents a small black boy who has his doubts 
on whether man has ever been to the moon. 
Despite the assurances of his friends, the 
young boy has trouble in believing some­ 
thing he has never seen. Then, with the help 
of a quiet evening and his imagination, 
the boy takes his own trip into outer space. 
It is a journey filled with rainbow colored 
rocks, old ruins and a nineteen-foot-tall 
monster. After several harrowing experiences 
and a quick game of basketball, the young 
boy boards a bus for home. The illustrations 
by Sammis McLean w ill capture the fancy of 
both parents and children. The story was 
conceived of by Northern J. Calloway, bet­ 
ter known for his role of “David” on Sesame 
Street. 
THE UPSIDE-DOWN MAN by Russell Baker 
(McGraw-Hill, $6.95, ages 8-10). 
Monsters, mad scientists and a dark spooky 
village are the setting for Russell Baker s 
“The Upside-Down Man,” a story loosely 
based on the legend of Frankenstein. In 
Baker’s version, Dr. Frankenstein seeks 
out the Village of Skar, a mountain village 
where days are always dark and nights 
are filled with thunder and lightning. With 
the help of his assistant Lazio, the bumbling 
boy, he creates an upside-down man who 
moos. King Zugg the Third, ruler of Delirium, 
decrees that the scientist make three mil­ 
lion of the creatures for use as weapons 
against his enemies. In the resulting con­ 
fusion, Lazio bumbles through the creation 
of a woman with cow’s ears, a move which 
almost proves fatal to all parties. Eventually, 
Lazio and the two misfits band together and 
find happiness in the land of serenity. While 
the book is aimed at children ages 8 to IO 
years, parents will be caught up with the 
text and with the illustrations by Gahan 
Wilson. 
CRICKET BOY by Feenie Ziner <Double­ 
day, $6.95, ages 8-10). 
Another book aimed at the younger set is 
“Cricket Boy,” a retellng of an old Chinese 
fable by author Feenie Ziner. The book tells 
the story of the poor scholar Hu and his son 
Hu Sing, who collect and raise fighting 
crickets. Hu and his crickets are summoned 
by Emperor Hwie Jung, who wishes to put 
his crickets against those of the poor scholar. 
Shortly before his departure, how’ever, Hu 
discovers both his son and prized cricket 
dead. The spirit of the boy returns in the 
form of a cricket and defeats the Emperor’s 
crickets, bringing fame to his father s house 
hold. The illustrations by Ed Young are 
simple but elegant in their recreation of 
Chinese art and add to the flavor of the story. 
THE LEATHERMAN by Dick Gackenbach 
(Seabury. $6.95. ages 7-10). 
In “The Leatherman,” Dick Gackenbach 
recreates the flavor of another era, the 
America of the 1880s. Based on a real-life 
figure who roamed the woods of Connecticut. 
“The Leatherman” describes an encounter 
between a curious young boy and an eccentric 
wanderer The young boy. Ben, is at first 
scared of the mysterious traveler who ap 
pears in his town every thirty-four days. 
After a brief glimpse of the man’s past, the 
boy comes to understand a little of the story 
behind the stranger’s endless journey. The 
book is illustrated with pen and ink draw 
ings by the author. 


COME TO THE EDGE by Julia Cunning­ 
ham (Pantheon, $4.95, ages 8-10). 
Julia Cunningham’s “Come to the Edge” 
recounts the tale of Gravel Winter, a young 
boy who has been abandoned at a foster 
farm by his alcoholic father. Surrounded 
by the sterile environment of the institution, 
the boy withdraws into a shell except for a 
friendship with another boy named Skin. 
When Skin disappears without warning. 
Gravel runs away from the farm. His journey 
is a solitary one until he is befriended by 
a sign painter, an elderly man and two lonely 
women. Through their kindness, he once 
again learns to trust others and to value 
himself. Younger readers may need help 
with the text. 
A VERY YOUNG RIDER by Jill Krementz 
(Knopf, $8.95, ages 8 and older). 
“ A Very Young Rider” by Jill Krementz 
is the next best thing to owning a pony. With 
words and photographs, Ms Krementz shows 
the daily reality of ten-year-old Vivi Malloy 
and her pony Ready Penny. The mundane 
chores — feeding, grooming, mucking the 
stall — are depicted in much detail. Young 
readers also follow Vivi as she practices 
equitation, basic dressage and jumping and 
as she competes in horse show's. And it de­ 
tails her sorrow w hen she becomes too big 
for the pony she loves and w-atches as Penny 
is sold to a new family. “A Young Rider” 
is a book that can be enjoyed by horse lovers 
of any age. 
A SUMMER TO DIE by Lois Lowry (Hough­ 
ton Mifflin, $6.95). 
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Thirteen-year-old Meg is envious of her older 
sister, Molly, a poised blond beauty who is 
always full of joyful enthusiasm. Like any 
other sisters, Molly and Meg have their 
fights but underneath runs a current of love. 
Then, Molly becomes sick and Meg’s world 
begins collapsing as she realizes her sister 
is dying. Ms. Lowry depicts with poignancy 
the mixed feelings of anger and sorrow’ that 
the young girl feels at the impending death 
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of her sister. 


THE WHITMAN KICK by Robert Burch 
(Dutton, $6.95, ages 11-14). 
“The Whitman Kick” by Robert Burch is 
the story of a teenager’s troubled junior 
year in high school in the months before 
Pearl Harbor. Alan Ponder’s life seems to 
be crumbling around him. First, his mother 
runs off to live with another man and then 
his closest friend Amanda rejects him for 
another boy. After much hurt and sorrow. 
Alan learns to live with the flaws of the 
people he loves. 
THE LONG WAY DOWN by Robb White 
< Doubleday, $5.95, ages 8 and older). 
Circus life and circus people are the sub­ 
jects of “The Long Way Down,” a book by 
Robb White. It is the story of Tina, a home­ 
less young girl, who finds happiness and love 
with a young circus performer, Danny York. 
The book recounts Tina’s experiences as she 
learns the pain, fear and joys of the trapeze 
artist. 
CAPTAIN GREY by Avi (Pantheon, $5.95). 
Kevin Cartwright is taken prisoner in a 
raid in which his father is killed and his 
sister disappears. It is 1783, and the Mys­ 
terious Captain Grey is terrorizing the coast 
of New Jersey. Forced to become a member 
of the pirate’s company, Kevin learns all 
that he can of the captain’s business. He 
studies the art of guns and boats, all the 
while plotting revenge. Kevin’s story is 
vividly recounted in “Captain Grey,” an ad­ 
venture novel by Avi. 
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For the young adult:

SILVER ON THU THEE by Susan Cooper 
(Atheneum, $7.95) 


This is a well-written book for well-read 
children. The final volume in a five-book 
series, “Silver on the Tree” concerns a group 
of English and Welsh children battling the 
Dark. 
The Dark is a threatening evil power that 
can only be fought with the aid of Will Stanton 
and his friends. These children have extra­ 
ordinary powers that allow them to travel 
back to ancient times. They also are intel­ 
ligent in their own right, literary enough to 
nickname their parents the A.P.s — Aged 
Parents (rememberDickens?). 
Susan Cooper already has received the 
Newbery Award for “The Grey King,” the 
fourth book in this scries. “Silver on the 
Tree” is no letdown. It provides a stirring 
climax to the earlier adventures of these re­ 
markable children. 


TUE ICE IS CUMING by Patricia Wrightson 
(Atheneum, $5.95) 
Patricia Wrightson also chooses fantasy - - 
of the present in far-off Australia. Her tale is 
told by a young Aboriginal man, Wirrun. 
While Wirrun is off on his quest to fight the 
dreaded ice creatures, the Ninya, he also 
tells a lot about the Happy Folk. The Happy 
Folk are blithely ignoring nature's w arnings 
of the ice.

The tale may be fantasy, but the plot is 
believable — especially if another unusually 
cold w inter is on its way here. 


JI UA ANI) THE HAM) OF GOD by Eleanor 
Cameron (Dutton, $6.95) 
Despite the title, “Julia” is not a religious 
book, it is, however, a realistic book. 
Julia likes growing up in Berkeley. Calif. 
in the 1920s. She especially likes her Uncle 
Hugh in San Francisco, and she likes talking 
to him about earthquakes. 
Julia's imagination, though, gets her into 
trouble. When she convinces her next-door 
neighbor that they should cremate a mouse, 
it is the beginning of all kinds of hardships. 
Julia, like some of the other fictional 
children, is not average. Not only does she 
have a big imagination, Julia wants to be­ 
come a writer. She cannot cope with her 
friend's lack of admiration for such a goal. 
“ *1 hate writing. Imagine wanting to.*

Wendy, Ed and Jeff, who have nothing in 
common, were held captive by Bogie and 
Pearl, two ruthless kidnappers. The main 
character, Derek, is the solid gold kid, be 
cause his father is a self-made millionaire 
who is willing to spend money for his son s 
return.

One rainy Saturday, while leaving school, 
the five kids are waiting for a bus which is 
late.

After staying in the shack for 24 terrify­ 
ing hours, the hostages are led through the 
chilly forest air to an old boathouse. Here 
the kids try unsuccessfully to burn them­ 
selves out to freedom. Bogie and Pearl then 
take the partially burned kids to an old fire 
tower. 
If you think this is bad, on the way to the 
tower Pam tries to escape but is shot by 
Pearl; Wendy, who is determined to escape, 
gets them all out of the fire tower but Bogie 
catches both Derek and Ed. W’endy and Jeff 
get away but are shot. The suspense builds 
further when the kidnappers leave Ed to die 
in an old junkyard. 
The authors, Norma Fox Mazer and Harry 
Mazer, have gotten together to write a story 
about a frightening six-day experience out 
of which comes courage and friendship. 
The ending of “The Solid Gold Kid” will 
shock and surprise you.

This book, written by William Corlett, is 
a story about a 16-year-old student who was 
kidnapped from a school in Edinburgh, 
Scotland.

John Gardner’s, “In the Suicide Moun­ 
tains,” is a tale that can be enjoyed by all. 
John Gardner has created a mysterious and 
enchanting world, a world filled with beauti­ 
ful maidens, fiery dragons, dwarfs and evil 
creatures. Tales are spun within tales: 
morals are presented w ithin morals. 
The w'orld created “In The Suicide Moun­ 
tains” is the setting for the chance meeting 
of four unique characters; Chudu the goat’s 
son, a dwarf with magical powers, ghastly 
features and an evil reputation; Armida, the 
blacksmith's daughter, a beautiful young 
maiden and Prince Christopher, the sullen. 
a crowded prince of the kingdom, who is 
sent to the Suicide Mountains to kill the six- 
fingered man. 
There in the Suicide Mountains, they en 
counter the Abbot of the Ancient Monastery. 
He who has the powder to cure the sick and 
heal the wounded, teaches them that “things 
are not always as they seem, and has a 
secret, the most devastating of all. 
Gardner has captured the true nature of 
his characters and enabled them to come 
to life. As you read, you lose all sense of 
being, and find yourself lost within the pages

Night photography 
A preceding column made suggestions 
about taking the camera into night photogra­ 
phy as a mobile, hand held instrument and 
coping with the lower light levels by utilizing 
lens speed to the full and loading with high 
speed film such as Kodak Tri-X and Ilford 
HP5 for black and white, and Kodak High 
Speed Ektachrome Tungsten for color. 
This is a neglected area of night photogra­ 
phy and one very much worth pursuing for 
lively action and human interest photos 
under night conditions. 
However, there is another area of night 
photography which is more static, does not 
have to concern itself with subject move­ 
ment, can fall back on the reliability of a tri­ 
pod for camera steadiness, and increase 
sharpness and detail by using slower, sharper, 
finer grain films, and smaller lens openings 
to utilize maximum possible lens sharpness. 
Naturally we are talking about street scenes, 
buildings, even Christmas illuminations, in 
which the main interest is shape and struc­ 
ture, not people.

In color a decision must be made. Do you 
want true color or not? Using daylight type 
color film under artificial lighting will give 
much redder tones. This may not be impor­ 
tant where faces are not concerned (if there 
are faces in a subject with daylight film 
under such conditions they w ill go so ruddy 
that they will all look like successful pork 
butchers of high blood pressure cases). 
Use tungsten type color film for honest 
values, and this can be important in night 
scenes w ith snow. We don t want it to look 
like orange drink crystals from using day­ 
light film. 
A 125ASA black and white film is ideal. 
Take your meter reading as close as possible 
to the illuminated area for either color or 
black and white, or it may be working for the 
black areas which don't interest you. 
Be sure your tripod doesn’t vibrate. Many 
center-column types do. Use a long, soft 
cable release, not a stiff metal one, to elimi­ 
nate risk of shake from your hand being 
transmitted to the camera. Have a means 
of timing the exposure. A small flashlight is 
better than your cigarette lighter for reading 
the second hand of your w atch in a 30 second 
exposure, particularly on a windy night! 
Make sure that your location is free from 
vibration too — for instance, if shooting from 
a bridge, traffic can cause camera blur. 
Shoot when traffic is nil, or put your hand in 
front of the lens until it has passed, picking 
up the exposure again from that point.

It's all Greek to Savalas

Telly Savalas isn’t an insomniac but he’s 
getting only four hours sleep a night, thriving 
on a man killing work load. 
The bald actor toils at Universal Studios 
from dawn until dark as the star of CBS-TY’ s 
“ Kojak” series. Thereafter he dashes off to 
Paramount to edit his new movies. “Mati,” 
from 7 to IO p m.” 
He returns home and works on tapes of the 
film until 2 a.rn The alarm goes off at six and 
Savalas starts the cycle all over again. 
Savalas’ dedication to “Mati” is a personal 
m atter. He wrote the script, directed and 
starred in the movie and now’ is stitching it to­ 
gether. Clear-eyed and energetic, Savalas 
slowed his hectic pace for an hour the other 
day during a lunch break in his Universal 
dressing room. 
“ It will be a sad day when I begin thinking 
of all this as work,” he said. “ I enjoy every 
minute of it. 
“ When I think about ditch digging or a thou­ 
sand other things I might be doing, it makes 
me appreciate how I earn my living.” 
“ Mati” is based on the life of Telly’s Uncle 
Katsos, an esteemed New' York psychiatrist. 
Nephew Telly has admired Uncle Katsos since 
childhood and long entertained the notion of 
w riting a screenplay about him. 
Earlier this year he sat dow n and wTote the 


script in eight days. Then, in conjunction with 
Howard Kotch, Telly produced, directed and 
starred in the title role. 
Savalas had no difficulty directing himself. 
“ I usually don’t think when I act.” he said. 
“ It’s an instinctive thing with me I learn my 
lines, of course, but I don’t plan a per­ 
formance. 
“On Kojak’ I improvise a lot of the dialogue. 
And I’ve directed five episodes of the series so 
I ve had some experience at it. The talent was 
given me at an early age. What the hell. I ve 
been directing things since I was a year old. 
“When I’m directing a scene that involves 
Telly I’m concerned with the other actors, not 
myself. Sometimes I’d like to be able to look 
over my shoulder and see what the other per­ 
formers are doing. But if something goes 
wrong I just say, ‘Cut. Let s do it again.’ 
“The other actors respond to me with affec­ 
tion and gratitude They know Telly has been 
down that road. I work at keeping them relax­ 
ed I try to get them to break out of their pre­ 
dictable molds. 
“ When I’m editing the picture I really don’t 
watch myself. Oh. sometimes I see the char­ 
acter I play but even in ‘Kojak’ I don’t see 
Telly. I keep an eye on the other actors. 
“Acting is the least enjoyable facet of what 
I’m doing But I’m not all that dedicated to 
directing or producing either. Fate has a lot of 
different things in store for all of us, and I go 


w ith whatever comes along ” 
Savalas anticipates no confusion between 
the Greek cop he plays in “Kojak” and the 
Greek doctor in “Mati.” 
“ If I ve got a choice of playing an ethnic 
role.” he said, “why not go to the purest clas­ 
sic form Hellenish is the only criteria for ex­ 
cellence.” 
Telly is an ardent, chauvinistic Greek if 
ever there was one. He spouts the glories of 
ancient Greece with the zeal of an oracle. 
Example: “ You learn French to speak to 
Frenchmen or German to speak to Germans. 
But if you want to speak to God you learn 
Greek ” 
former school teacher Savalas launched 
into a brief lecture on religion, philosophy, 
science and literature quoting everyone from 
Homer to Aristotle (for whom he was nam ed» 
to pericles 
“No one has ever asked me to play a Greek.” 
he said. “So I insist on it myself. I did an 
episode of ‘Combat’ 15 years ago and refused 
to play the character of a colonel unless they 
made him a Greek 
“That show still is played on Greek televi­ 
sion every Easter and on Greek independence 
day. I’m very proud of that. 
“People won t equate Kojak w ith the doctor 
in the film. Kojak is a product of the New 
York streets. The doctor was born in Greece 
and is a man of simplicity and innocence. 


Telly Savalas stars as Lt. Theo Kojak in 
the fast-paced CBS adventure series 
"Kojak” at 9 p.m. Sunday on Channel 2. 


“One day Uncle Katsos told me that after 50 
years in psychiatry he concluded the only de­ 
fence against the logic of madness is love — 
and that’s what inspired my screenplay.” 
No one has seen “Mati” yet, nor does 
Savalas have a distributor for the film. He’s 
keeping it under wraps until the editing is 
completed.
